IRISH CAMPAIGN METHODS 


NO REST FOR PARNELL, EVEN 


IN THE GRAVE. 


FATHER BEHAN ATTACKS HIS MEMORY 
AND ALMOST CREATES A RIOT—DR. 
TANNER ROUGHLY TREATED BY PAR- 
NELLITES—GLADSTONE SPEAKING. 


DvButy, June 30.—Archbishop Walsh has writ- 
ten a circular letter to the Catholic clergy, 
stating that language directly caloulated to in- 
cite to turbulence has beon addressed to the 
people, and declaring that it is the plain duty 
of the clergy to use their bestefforts to preserve 
the tranquillity of the country. 

Simultaneously with the appearance of this 
circular letter there appears a speech by Father 
Behan, delivered ats meeting of anti-Parnell- 
ites. Fatber Behan says that Parnell was a 
curse to the country. ‘God thrust him down 
to the grave, where his bones are now rotting 
and his flesh putrid. The Parnellites did homage 
to lasciviougsness, Every man living a loose 
life, every drunkard, every man who liked to 
beat his wife, was a Parnellite. Every virtuous 
man belonged to the National Federation.”’ 

When Father Kehan was delivering this 
speech his Parnellite hearers hooted and jeered 
him. This excited the priest, who, in angry 
tones, cried: 

“When we are your masters we will crush 
you!” 

This statement added fuel to the fire of the 
Parnellite rage, and an indescribable uproar 
followed. Father Behan at this point asked the 
arti-Parnellites to throw tho Parnellites out of 
the meeting room. None of the anti-Parnellites 
ventured to carry out this request, whereupon 
Father Behan said he would call the police and 
have the Parnellites bludgeoned. A voice in 
the crowd here exclaimed, “ The day for that is 
over!” This caused hearty cheering. 

When the meeting dispersed the presence of 
the police was the only thing that prevented 
fighting. 

The Dublin Independent (Parnellite) says that 
if any layman used euch language as did Father 
Behan he would be horsewhipped. The people, 
it adds, have endured these priestly indecencies 
too long, and will puta speedy end to them if 
Archbishop Walsh does not. 

Dr. Tanner, protected by 100 policemen, at- 
tempted to-day to address a political meeting 
at Tuam, nineteen miles north of Galway. The 
Parnellites seized upon the speaker's platform 
before the Tannerites arrived, and when: the 
latter reached the place of meeting they found 
the enemy in full possession. 

Dr. Tanner made determined efforts to get 
upon the platform, but each time he tried he was 
knocked down. Finally, the platform was pulled 
down, and Dr. Tanner was caught beneath it. 
This was the signal for a free fight, and the fun 
waxed fast and furious until the police took w 
hand. The officers made no political distinction, 
but hit with their batons every one within reach. 

The shopkeepers, fearing trouble, had closed 
their shops, and this was doubtless a wise pre- 
caution, for the tighting was continued on the 
strect. The situation became so dangerous that 
the police were compelied to charge the mob 
with drawn swords. This had the desired effect. 
The fighting was stopped, and the mob finally 
dispersed. 

During the mélée at the meeting placesome 
enterprising thief in the crowd relieved Dr. 
‘Tanner of a five-pound-note, a gold chain, anda 
valuabie jewel. Though Dr. Tanner was severely 
handled his injuries are not serious.

SCANDAL IN LONDON. 


SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST THE ARIS- 
TOCRACY BY AN OFFICAL’S WIFE. 


Loxpoxn, June 30. — A sensation has been 
caused in this city by the arrest of Mrs. Mary 
Haddon, a tall, fair-complexioned woman, who 
is the wife of an officer in the Government sorv- 
fce. Mra. Haddon gave her address as Holloway 
Road. 

She was arraigned in court to-day on the 
charge of persistently ringing the door bell of 
the residence at No. 24 Portchester Terrace, to 





attracting a large crowd about the place by pub- 
licly declaring in a loud voice that the house in 
question was used by royalty as a resort for 
vice. 

The house is occupied by a family named 
Longey, and, on behalf of the owner, Mr. Sauch- 
ery, they appeared against Mrs. Haddon. They 
denied that the house was a piace of ill repute, 
and indignantiy contradicted ail the odious 
charges made by the prisoner. . 

The Longeys said that the rent of the building 
was £200, and that it was unlikely that their 
aristocratic neighbors would permit a house in 
such a select section of the city to be put to the 
vile uses alleged by Mrs. Haddon. 

The prisoner was closely examined by the 
magistrate, and in spite of the strong denials 
made by the Longeys she stoutly persisted in 
declaring the truth of her assertions, and 
claimed that she had proot that the’house was 
given over to the orgies which she described. 

The detective who arrested Mrs, Haddon 
handed to the magistrate a written statement 
rade by the prisoner, in which she volunteered 
to give the names of a number of persons mov- 
ing in the highest ranks of aristocratic English 
society Whom she said were frequenters of the 
alleged disreputable house. Mrs. Haddon was 
remanded for further examination. 

Great interest is being mauifested in the mat- 
ter, and every one ison the qui vive to learn 
the identity of the aristocratic personages who 
are accused of making visits to the house in 
Portchester Terrace. Every scrap of informa- 
tion in regard to the case is eagerly devoured 
by the public, and it is thought that unless the 
proceedings are held in secret, an immense 
crowd will overswarm the courtroom when Mrs. 
Haddon is brought up for another hearing. 

The names of none of the persons implicated 
by the prisoner have yet been learned, and 
there is considerable speculation as to whom 
Mrs. Haddon will accuse should her offer to fur- 
nish a list of the alleged otfenders be accepted.

POPE AND CARDINALS AT ODDS. 


THE SACRED COLLEGE OPPOSED TO 
THE VATICAN’S FRENCH POLICY. 


Rome, June 30.—The anti-Papal movement of 
the Frenoh royalist Catholics is the subject of 
lively discussions in high Vatican circles. 

It is kn@vn that the College of Cardinals has 
shown itself unfavorable to the policy of Leo 
XIIL toward the French Republic. Now that 
such policy produces results that are morally, 
religiously, and financially unfavorable, the at- 
titude of the Cardinals may be changed to ab- 
solute hostility to the policy adopted by the 
Pope. 

It is also affirmed that several Car dinals have 
indicated the feelings of the Sao red College to 
the Pope, and that his Holiness was greatly 
provoked thereby. 

The commission of five Cardinals on French 
affairs has been in daily conference on recent 
events in France. Its resolutions have refer- 
ence chiefly to the famous declaration of the 
Royalist Right, opposing the intervéntion of 
Rome in French politics as at variance with the 
national traditions. The Holy 8ee has decided 
to repel from any side all attempts to constitute 
a purely Catholic political party. It accepts the 
measures taken by M, Piou, de Mun, and Ltleune 
St. Laury in preparing for the coming elec- 
tions, and to create a constitutional conserva- 
tive Republican party powerlul enough to 
neutralize Kadicaiism and to consolidate the 
republic. 

Cardinal Rampolla has declared that the Vati- 
can does not at alldesire a especially Catholic 
party. As to the declarations of the Royalist 
Right, there are two currents of opinion here— 
one deeming it useless to reply to them, because 
the declarations have no electoral or Parlia- 
inentary value, the other thata reply should be 
made in tirm and decided language. 

The Pope has now ordered that no reply shall 
be given to the deciaration of the French Koyal- 
ist Right, and fortwo reasons—in order not to 
give too wuch importance to the opponents of 
the Papal policy, and to avold exciting passion 
on 80 delicate a subject as the deliverance of the 
Pope ou # doctrinal point. For the sake of 
peace and order not toembarrass the euy- 
porters of hia policy, the Pope has renounced 
ail declarations in an encyclical which will ap- 
pear soon, and will pass over this burning 
theme. 

The Vatican has been highly pleased with the 
programme of the Republican Kight. It is con- 
sidered as responding to the private intentions 
and desiresjof the Holy Father. A year ago M. 
Piou, now the recognized chief of this section, 
was in Kome, and placed before the Pope the 
outlines of the programme. He told the Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent, in coming from an 
audience, that “‘the Pope will go far—heis more 
republican, more democrat than we are.”’ 

The Pope had, in fact, from the first given his 
support to the formation of a Democratic and 
Republican Kight. The programme of the Con- 
stitutional Right as now formulated is a faithful 
reproduction of his ideas. Hence the marked 
favor with which it has been received at the 
Vatican. The stay of Archbishop Ireland in 
Paris is commented on here as having some con- 
nection with the application of the Papal policy 
in France.

CONVICTED OF MURDER. 


BRUTAL CRIMES OF ROSALIE BUNT- 


ROCK AND FRITZ ERBE, 


BERLIN, June 30.—Rosalie Buntrock and her 
lover, Fritz Erbe, were tried at Magdeburg to- 
day for the murder of two girls, named Kasten 
and Klage. 

The mode of operation of the murderers was 
similar to thatof the notorious Schneiders of 
Vienna. Rosalie Buntrock, who wore some of 
the appareland jewelry of the victims when 


arrested, nade a confession, in which she de- 
scribed how the murders were committed. The 
girl Kasten was lured to the forest of Neu- 
haldensleben, where Erbe strangled her and 
severed her head from her body, and he and 
Rosalie then stripped and buried the body. In 
the second case Kosalie gagged the girl Klage 
while Erbe cut her throat. 

Erbe tried to prove an alibi, but both he and 
Rosalie were found guilty. Sentence was de

HARRISON FEARS

LITTLE HOPE OF EFFECTIVE AID BY 
THE STATE COMMITTEE. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—Land Commissioner 
Thomas H. Carter has not yet decided whether 
he will accept the position of Secretary of the 
National Republican Committee, but the 
chances are that he will decline it. If he took it 
he would have to resign his place as Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office, whicn he does 
not care to do. 

Under the political conditions, his friends 
would rather see him wait for the chance of 
being elected Senator to succeed Sanders. They 
fancy that the National Cummittee will not win 
great glory next Fall. A gentleman who talked 


with Commissioner Carter to-day asked him 
what he thought of the organization of 
the New-York Republican State Commit- 
tee, and Mr. Carter is quoted as 
replying, ‘*It looks as though they had given us 
a cold deck.” Itisthe impression among the 
Republicans in the National Committee that if 
there is to be any work done in New-York for 
Harrison, it must be done by the National Com- 
mittee. The State Committee will do nothing 
for Harrieon. 

Mr. Platt is reported as having said that there 
Was notrouble in getting promises from Mr. 
Harrison; he bad a barrel full of them now, all 
several years old and unfulfilled. To work for 
Harrison’s election would be to simply accept a 
number of promises that would be broken 
almost as 600n as made. 

There is nodoubt among Harrison's friends 
thatifanything is to be done in New-York for 
him it must be dono by the National Committee, 
andby his friends. The organization of the 
State Committee is regarded as a menace to 
Hurrison’s success in the State. In order to be 
sure that Harrison is looked after, a branch of 
the National Committee will have to be named 
for New-York, as there is distrust of the inten- 
tions of the Platt and Warner Miller faction.

DOUBTFUL STORY OF SHOOTING. 


ELLA SCOTT SAYS HER WOUNDS WERE 


ACCIDENTAL.

NEWARK, N. J., June 30.—Dr. F. W. Duncker 
reported to Police Superintendent Brown at an 
early hour yesterday morning that a young wo- 
man had shot herself at 399 Halsey Street, this 
city; that the wound was serious, and that he 
had probed for the bullet, but without success. 

Detectives were sent to the house, and 
though Mra. Mamie Holt, with whom the young 
woman boarded, at first denied ail knowledge 


of the affair, she finally led the officers to the 
front room on the second floor where they found 
the injured woman. 

She said her name was Ella Scott and that 
she was twenty years of age. She told the olfi- 
cers that shortly before 4 o'clock she imagined 
she heard sorte one trying to getinto her bed- 
room through tbe front window, and that sbe 
took a revolver from under her pillow for the 
Sg of protecting herself against the intru- 

er, and while handling it the weapon was 
prematurely discharged, the bullet entering 
hes right breast. Then, as she fell back on the 
bed the revolver was again discharged, the seo- 
ond bullet passing through the pillow. 

The police are not inclined te believe the 
wowan’s story. They think either that she was 
shot by another person, or that she shot herself 
in a fit of despondency. 

Mrs. Holt told the police that Miss Scott was 
a native of Newurk, and up to within the past 
fortnight she had been employed at Havell's 
factory on Washington Street. She is certain 
that herself and Miss Scott were the sole oc- 
cupants of the apartments at the time of the 
shooting. It is said that Miss Scott occasionally 
received calls from a man who owns a stand in 
Centre Market.

He was married under the name of 
Frederick 8. Clundy. ? 

Irene came home to her mother early in No- 
vember. Her mother did not know that 
she was warried until St. Cloud came 
here in January. After staying a week 
he and his wife left for Baltimore. 
He procured his discharge from Fort McHenry 
for physical disabilities. During the last mouth 
Mrs. Clundy found that her husband's name was 
St. Cloud. So on June 23 last they were re- 
married by the Rev. J. W. Trout at1,255 North 
Broadway, Baltimore, under the uawes of Fred- 
erick St. Cloud and [rene Storey.

FIERCE EASTERN CYCLONE 


a 
TWO MEN KILLED AND BUILDINGS 
WRECKED IN NEW-JERSEY. 


A DWELLING CRUSHED BENEATH A 
FLYING STRUCTURE—HEAVY WINDS 
AND RAIN TO THE SOUTH—CON- 
NECTICUT CROPS DAMAGED. 


GLOUCESTER, N. J., June 30.—At 1:20 this 
afternoon a windstorm of cyclonic character 
struck this city from the southwest, doing great 
damage to property and killing two persons and 
injuring three others severely. 

The killed are: 

PATRICK HIGHLANDS, aged fifty years, of Phila- 
delphia. 

ROSEKT HAMILTON, aged forty-five years, of 
Gloucester. 

Hamilton was killed by the crushing in of his 
house by the roof of Frombogen’s pavilion. 

The injured are: 

Mrs. ROBERT HAMILTON, wife of Robert Hamil. 
ton ; foot badly crushed. 

MARY HAMILTON, dauchter of Robert Hamilton, 
seriously injured about the body and limbs. 

PA'TKICK HIGGINS of Camden; severe contusion 
in the head. 

For an hguror more before the storm burst 
threatening clouds filled the western sky to the 
zenith, an occasional flash of lightning rending 
them from top to bottom. The air was close 
and heavy, and the light wind that was blowiug 
sent the clouds before it with hardly a percep- 
tible movement. By 1 o’clook the heavens were 
almost covered, and the people began to hurry 
toward places of shelter. 

Soon after 1 o’clock the few persons who were 
Ou the beach were panic-stricken by seeing a 
black cloud of the dreaded funnel shape rushing 
across the river in a southwesterly direction 
from the Pennsylvania shore. 

With almost incredible swiftness the cyclone 
bore down toward this oity. The cloud did not 
approach with a direct forward movement, but 
bounded from the water in great leaps, like a 
gigantic football. 

The path of the cyclone was about 300 feet 
wide, and whenever it struck the water it lashed 
it into foaming waves. Fortunately no ships 
were in the path of the wind, and it wasted its 
fury upon the river itself. 

In the meanwhile the people upon the beach 
rushed for shelter and safety. Some jumped 
straight into tho river, and as the cyclone passed 
over them they dived beneath the surface. 

Patrick Highlands was among those upon the 
beach. He ran toward Frombogen’s pavilion. 
The wind, however, was close upon his heels, 
and as he dashed into the building the cyclone 
struckit. There wasa crash of falling walls, 
and Highlands fell dead across the doorway 
with his brains beaten out by a heavy girder. 

Standing behind the bar, within a few feet of 
where Highlands was struck down, was one of 
the bartenders of the place. Girders, beams, 
joists, and roofing fell all around him, but he 
escaped unhurt. Highlands was formerly a 
member of the Philadelphia harbor police force, 
and he was the firat recipient o: the Fitler 
Medal which is annually given to members of 
the police force for heroic conduct. 

Adjoining Frombocen'’s on the south is Hag 
gerty’s saluon. ‘he pavilion saved it from total 
destruction, but the corrugated iron roof was 
taken off as completely as if done by a roofer. 

A toboggan and soine patent swings recelyed 
part of the débris from the clcud and were to- 
tally wrecked. ‘Three bundred feet behind 
Frombogen’s was the humble home of Robert 
Hawuilton. 

Hamilton and his wife and daughter were 
about to sit down to dinner. With appaliiug 
suddenness the greater part of Frombogen's 
pavilion was huried upon the house, crushing 
it to the ground. Hamilton was instantly killed, 
and his wife and daughter were badly injured 
and will probably be crippled for lite. 

After completing the destruction of Hamil- 
ton’s house, the wind swept on to the south- 
ward, teariug up trees and fences, but, fortu- 
nately, no more buildings were in its path. 

Within ten minutes after the destruction by 
the wind the sun was sliniug. 


BALTIMOLE, June 30.—Two heavy thunder- 
storms passed over Baltimore and vicinity to- 
day. The first was accompanied by hail and 


terrific wind, which caused the trees in the 
parks and squares to sway aud bend as if they 
were about tofall. After tho storm the grass 
was almost covered with broken twigs, yreen 
leaves, and shrubbery. 

‘Lne second storm lasted longer, and was ac- 
companiéd by unusually heavy thunder and 
severe lightning. This electrical display was 
tho greatest that has beeu seen here this season. 

The tirst storm began at 11:55 A. M., and con- 
tinued for thirty-three minutes, in which time 
three-twentieths of an inchof rain fell. The 
storm came from the southwest, moved north- 
easterly, and was preceded by fleecy wiud 
clouds, which caused the streets to be filled 
with dust. The wind came up suddenly and at- 
tained a velocity of fifty miles an hour. The 
temperature fell from 81° to 70° during the 
storm, and to 67° afterward. 

The sun came out and the temperature had 
warmed up to 80° at about 2:50 P. M., when tiie 
second thunderstorm burst. When the rain 
ceased falling at 4:50 P. M. the temperature 
had dropped to G8°*. The wind blew at the rate 
of forty miles an hour. The raiufall was three- 
fifths of an inch. The storm was from the 
West 

The roofs of several houses on North Calvert 
Btreet were blown off Lightning struck the 
roof of oue of the female’ wards of Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital, and the woodwork beneath was 
setontire. The patients were frightened, but 
no one was injured. Lightning also struck in 
other places, but no person Was injured. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 30.—Between 1 and 2 
o'clock to-day a terrific thunder and lightning 


storm, accompanied by torrents of rain and a 
heavy wind, passed over the vity, doing consid- 
erable damage to houses and trees and killing 
one Med and injuring several others. 

When the storm broks, John Jenkins, a col- 
ored man,and three white men, named George 
Soley, John Clymer, and Patrick Furlong, were 
working in a brickyard at T'wenty-fitth and 
Cumberland Streets. They took refuge from 
rain beneath aished and stood watching the 
storm. 

ey a blinding sheet of flame seemed to 
envelop Jenkins, and a strong suiphurous odor 
filled the air. Jenkins stood perfectly rigid for 
& moment and then fell back on the floor dead. 

The same bolt of lightning after striking the 
colored man “gape from himto his companions, 
shocking each in succession. Noneof the three, 
however, was seriously injured. 

A great numberof trees were blown down 
throughout the city and anumber of houses 
were unroofed. A house in course of construc- 
tion at Twenty-ninth and York Streets was 
blown down, and a workman named John Mer- 
cer had his leg broken by the walls falling on 
him. 

The roof of the house at 2,559 Geisler Street 
was blown off, and ite owner, Mrs. Ella Sigman, 
was struck by it and badly injured. A boy 
named Whittaker was picking cherries, when 
the wind struck the tree in which he was 
perched and he was thrown to the ground, re- 
ceiving a broken arm. In addition to the in- 
jured mentioned, several people received bruises 
and contusions from flying bricks and limbs ef 
trees. 

PLAINFIELD, N. J., June30.—A violent thunder 
storm visited Plainfield and vicinity this after- 
roon. The streets were flooded with the deluge 
of rain that fell, and were for atime impassable, 
The lightning was terrific and shattered a num- 


ber of trees and chimneys, causing considerable 
alarm. 

The rain was the cause of a singular railroad 
accident. A numberof heavily-laden coal cars 
stood on a slanting trestle running into Loomis 
& Rice's coal. yard, bear the North Avenue sta- 
tion. The rain made wheels and rails so slip- 
pery that the vars slid down to the grade to the 
aewitch of the main track. 

Just as one car projected partly across the 
track a fust freight train whizzed by. The loco- 
motive struck it and derailed all the cars on 
the trestle, wrecking two of them. 

The locomotive was not seriously damaged, 
but it is believed that, bad the train been a few 
seconds later, the curs would have fully blocked 
the way of the freight and caused a disastrous 
wreck. As it was, the trainmen, foreseving the 
collision, jumped to avoid injury. 

A:BURY PARK, N. J., June 30.—A violent 
thunderstorm passed over this section of the 


coast this afternoon. ‘he rain fell in torrents 
and the lightning wus verysevere. The cottage 
of James Lawler, in West Occan Grove, was 
struck and a part of it badly wrecked. Mrs. 
Lawler was standing in the doorway and the 
flying débria caused a bad" scalp wound, and 
her neck was scorched. 

At Avou-by-Sea six cottages owned by Ed- 
ward Batchelor of Philadelphia were struck 
by lghtning avd slightly damaged.

At Spring Lake the Melrose, a large boarding 
house, was moved from its foundation by the 
gale. 

WINSTED, Conn., June 30.—A thunder, light- 
ning, and wind storm, accompanied by big bail- 
stones and heavy rain, struck Winsted at 3 
o’clook this afternoon. It blew down trees, 
broke telegraph wires, washed out the highways, 
and damaged crops. Itis feared that the hail 
has ruined the tobacco crops hereabout. 

In Torrington a fierce hailstorm did $60,000 
damage. Houses belonging to William Clinton, 
J. A. Palmer, and Joseph Deloy were blown 
down, and barns, chimneys, and trees were 
blown over. 

Four children of Joseph Deloy, in his house, 
were injured. Telegraph poles, outhouses, and 
other smail buildings were wrecked. Great 
damage to trees and crops is reported from vil- 
lages near Torrington. 





TENANTS IN A PANIC. 
——- 
AN EXPLOSION OF GAS CAUSES HAVOC 
IN A WILLETT STREET TENEMENT. 


An explosion of gasinthecellar of the tene- 
ment at 26 Willett Street yesterday afternoon 
wrecked the lower partof the house and in- 
jured half a dozen of the tenants. The explosion 
was heard for blocks and caused great con- 
sternation in the neighborhood. 

The tenementis a typical ‘* double-decker,” 
five stories high, with accommodations for four 
families on each floor. The tenants are chiefly 
Polish and Russian Jews, On the ground floor 
on the north side of the entrance Leopold 
Schoenberger keeps a grocery, with living 
apartments inthe rear, and on the south side 
Isauc Lefkowitz has a butcher’s shop and his 
family live in the rear of the shop. 

The cellar under the butcher’s shop is let to 
Myer Kohn, who sells coal and kindling wood. 


For several weeks the streets in the neighbor- 
hood have been torn up by the workmen of the 
Consolidated Gas Company, who have been lay- 
ing new mains aud making connections with 
the houses. 

A new service pipe was put into the cellar of 
the house in which the explosion occurred, and 
for the last two days the tenants had com- 
plained of the odor of gas. It came from the 
cellar. 

Yesterday afternoon, soon after 4 o’clock, 
there was a terrific explosion in the cellar, 
which shook the house and threw all the tenants 
into wpanic. The explosion was foliowed by 
lire, and the tonants swarined down tle tire es- 
capes on the front and rear of the house. 

Au alarm of tre was sounded, and Chief Ke- 
hoe, with Hook and Ladder No. 18, was quickly 
atthe aecene. ‘ihe cellar wus on fire, but the 
flames were vory soon extinguished. 

Then it was found that Mrs. Mary Lynch, 
who was going out of the main door of the 
house, had been thrown down and severely 
hurt. Moses Lefkowitz, the three-year-old son 
of the butcher, who was playing in the apart- 
ments immediately abvve the cellar, was 
thrown down and his head and face were cut by 
tulling plaster. Hattie Schoenberger, the nine- 
year-ol«t daughter or the grocer, washurt in the 
samme MauLer. 

The McNulty family, who were in the 
apartments on the third floor, felt the full 
furce of the explosion. Mrs. Annie McNulty 
was thrown out of a rocking chair and hurt her 
side severely. Her two-year-old child, Mary, 
was thrown off the lounge and was eut about 
the hands and face by falling plaster. Martin 
McNulty was out about the hands by talling 
débris. 

Joseph Schoenberger, an infant, was sleeping 
ina baby carriage in the yard, aud was cut 
about the face and head by tlying fragments of 
glass. 

The force of the explosion tore up the floor 
ing above the cellar aud wrecked the stores and 
apurtinents of Letkowitz and bSclwoenberger. 
The planking in the main hail on the ground 
tloor was torn up and the windows, front and 
rear, were blown out. The flagging of the side- 
walk and in the yardin the rear was displaced, 
aud the Leavy iron gratings were lifted from 
their places and thrown a considerable distauc:, 

ihe explosion appeared to have expended its 
force up the main stairway in the coutre of the 
house and found a vent to the roof, where it 
blew from its hinges the heavy dvor of the 
souttle. The plastering of the ceilings all 
through the house was cracked, and in the hall- 
ways on each floor large sections of the plaster- 
ing fell. The damage to the house and contents 
is estimated at $1,000. 

The cause of the explosion could not be 
detinitely determined. There was no one in the 
cellar when it occurred. The coal and wood 
dealer was absent, but he had left a lainp burn- 
ing in the place. [tis probable that the cellar 
became charged with gas escaping trom the 
street main or the new service pipe, and the gas 
ignited from the lamp. 





AMERICAN PRODUCTS FOR NORWAY.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR DIRECT SHIPMENTS 
FROM THIS COUNTRY. 

CHICAGO, June 30.—Gustave A. Spauberg of 
Christiania, Norway, is in this city to arrange 
for direct shipments of American products to 
Norway. Mr. Spauberg, though a Norwegian, 
was for many years a resident of this country. 
While visiting his native land some time ago, 


he saw this opportunity to actin the interests 
of Norwegian importers and to assist them in 
escaping Irom the tribute which they have 
been paying to Great Britain on imports from 
this country. 

Nearly all the exports of the United States to 
Sweden and Norway have been shipped via the 
port of Hull, England, and in English boats. 

Up to a few years ago all American products 
used in Sweden and Norway were purehased 
from English agents. Within the last two or 
three years a number of Norwegian importers 
have been buying directly from this and other 
American cities to some extent, but the busi- 
ness is not so extensive as the trade would seem 
to warrant, and the English middleman is still 
able to levy his toll, 

Mr. Spauberg is confident that a direet line of 
S4teamships between Norway and the United 
States will be established. He has already made 
contracts for large shipments of fiour from 
Topeka, Kan., to Christiania.

NO SELECTION EXPECTED BEFORE JULY

William C. Whitney will not accept the Chair. 
manship of the Democratic National Commit 
tee. 

“A great many persons have been good 
enough to mention my name in connection with 
the position,” Mr. Whitney said yesterday, 
“but I will not take it under any circum- 
stances.” 

It is hardly possible that the National Com- 
mittee will meet before July 13 or 14, after Mr. 
Cleveland has been officially informed of his nom- 
ination.

Next to Mr. Whitney the greatest general 
which the Chicago Convention developed is 
William F. Harrity, Secretary of State of Penn- 
sylvania. He impressed all of Mr. Cleveland’s 
friends with his powers as an organizer, and in- 
voked the praise of his opponents by the 
marked abilities he displayed throughout the 
contest. While the names of several men 
have been mentioned as fit successors to Calvin 
8. Brice, the most popular of them all seems to 
be the young Pennsylvanian. 

Mr. Harrity’s success in defeating the old-lins 
Democrats in the convention of 1890, and in 
nominating and electing Robert E. Pattison 
Governorof Pennsylvania, placed him in the 
foremost rank of pulitical leaders. When, last 
Spring, he succeeded in electing tifty Cleveland 
delegates out of the sixty-four from Pennsyl- 
vania to the Chicago Convention, his skill was 
recognized and his fame established throughout 
the country. 

Mr. Harrity is a comparatively young man to 
have attained so much distinction. He was born 
in Wilmington, Del., Oct 19, 1850. In his twen- 
tieth year he entered the law office of the late 
Lewis C. Cassidy, where he acquired an abun- 
dance of legal and political lore. In 1873 he 
was admitted to the bar and became an assist- 
ant to his preceptor, the most distinguished 
criminal lawyer the Keystone Stats had pro 
duced. So successful had Mr. Harrity become 
as an attorney that in 1880 he formed a partner- 
ship with James Gay Gordon, who four years 
later was elected one of the Judges of the Coutt 
of Common Pleas of Philadelphia. 

In the meanwhile Mr. Harrity had become 
recognized as a political organizer of no mean 
ability. Through the influence of his old pre- 
ceptor, Robert FE. Pattison, then Controller of 
the City of Philadelphia, had been nominated 
for Governor by the Democrats, but in that 
city the party was split almost to ruination. To 
re-form it, unite it, and put it in a pwsition 
where 1t could cope with the common enemy re- 
quired leadership of the highest character. 

Mr. Harrity was requested to take the Chair- 
mansbhip of the Democratic City Committee. 
At first he devlined, but after some persuasion 
he revonsidered his decision and consented to 
act. He brought all the factions togetber har- 
moniously, and he materially assisted in the 
success of the Democratic ticket and the elec 
tion of Mr. Pattison. 

The party recognized the services Mr. Har- 
rity had rendered by sending him to the Na- 
tional Convention in 1884 as a delegate at large 
by @ larger vote than was given to auy othr 
candidate, although he was the youngest man on 
the delegation. 

When Mr. Cleveland appointed Mr. Harrity 
Postmaster of Philadelphia, he at first declined 
the honor on the ground that be could not saeri- 
fice his business interests, but he was finally 
prevailed uponto accept. His record in that 
ottice is one of the best in the history of the city. 
So satisfactory was his administration that, 
upon the expiration of his four years’ term, 4 
number of business men, including Postmaster 
General Wanamaker, furmally expressed to him 
their appreciation of his excellent services. 

Mr. Harrity is nearly six feet in height, broad- 
shouldered, and deep-cheeked. He has a 
short dark brown mustache, and his well- 
shaped head is covered with curly ehestnut 
hair. He dresses well, aa becomes tiie President 
of the Equitable Trust Company. His manners 
are open and frank to those in whom he has 
contidence. Heis an easy talker, his tempora- 
ment is sanguine, and his mental grasp remark 
able. He disposes of business without effort 
and with expedition, and never seems pressed 
for time. 

Mr. Harrity is thoroughly informed as to the 
idiosyncrasies of the leaders of his party 
throughout the country, and his knowledge of 
national politics surpasses that of any Pennsyl- 
vanian, except Senator “uay. He is modest, 
approachable, dignitled, a hard worker, and has 
never lost a campaign. [n spite of his long 
services in politics and of hi¢ being President of 
one of the largest financial institutions in Phila- 
delphia, he has never neglested his law prac- 
tice. . 4 

When asked recently to what one thing more 
than any other he attributed his success as @ 
political leader, he replied: “By keeping in 
touch with the peopie. A politician should 
never attemptto drive public sentiment. He 
ought to be satisfied to follow it and always to 
keep in touch with it.”

AN OHIO CITIZEN’S CLAIMS SUSTAINED 
BY DISTRICT COURT JUDGES, 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 30.—Judges Taft and 
Ricks of the District Court to-day handed down 
a decision making over to Charles C. Young, 
heir of John Young, who founded the City of 
Youngstown in 1802, the county buildings of 
Mahoning County and all the real estate upon 
which they stand. 

The case was heard early in May,and the 
facts submitted directly to the Judges. They 
find that the real estate, situated in the centre 
of the business district of Youngstown and, 


worth $250,000, was originally set aside by 
John Young as a burying ground. 

In 1865, in order to prevent encroachments, a 
quit-olaim deed was given to the city by Charles 
Cc. Young. Four years later, when all the bodies 
had been removed, tha Councilof Youngstown 
conveyed the property to the county and built 
@ one-hundred-thousand-dollar Court House 
and jailuponit inorderto securethe county 
capital. 

Young claimed that the property was quit- 
claimed only for burial purposes and its use fer 
county buildings caused it to revert to him. 
The court upholds this view and declares the 
property has reverted to Mr. Young. 

The Commlasioners of Mahoning County may 
try to oarry the case up to the new Court of Ap- 
peals.

LETIER TO CLEVELAND. 


WHY SOUTHERN SsOCIBTY MEMBERS 
AMENDED THE ORIGINAL DRAFT. 


Just after the nomination of Mr. Cleveland by 
the Chicago Convention a number of his friends 
apd admirers, members of the Southern Society 
of this city, drafted a letter of congratulation to 
be forwarded to Buzzard’s Bay. As originally 
written, the letter began thus: 

“The undersigned members of the Southern 


Society congratulate you.” 

This clause was omitted in the communica- 
tion subsequently mailed, simply because the 
signers feared that the note of congratulation 
might be interpreted as the indorsement of the 
society, in direct violation of its constitution, 
which provides that the organization shal] be 
divorced from politica asabody. The letter 
sent to Mr. Cleveland was, therefore, worded 
with no reference to the Southern Bociety, to 
avoid any possible misconetruction that might 
involve the organization as a whole. 

One of the officers of the society said yester- 
day, his attention being called to the fact that 
aiorning powspaper had published the letter 
sent to Mr. Cleveland and commented on the 
change made in it: 

‘+ 46 far as the society is concerned, there was 
absolutely no significance whatever in the 
changing of the wording in the note. We 
sought simply to avoid violating our constifu- 
tion, which forbids the organization from ally- 
ing itself with politics one way or another. But 
for this restriction the society might well con- 
vratulate Mr. Cleveland as a society, for there 
aro only about six Kepubliean members, the 
reet of us being Democrats, and Cleveland Dem- 
ocrats to @ Man. 

“ Were it attempted to make any capital out of 
the letter, the society would eome outin epite 
of its constitution with no uneertain declara- 
tion of ite political views. An investigation will 
probably be made to learn who made public a 
irifling club proceeding, The resignation of the 
man would not be asked for, he would be ‘fired 
in short order.”

MENERY WORKED QUIEILY.

HE CAPTURED FIVE OUT OF SIX AP- 
PELLATE JUSTICES. 


New-Or.eEans, June 30.—Politics in Louisi- 
ana are badly mixed. Foster and the anti-lot- 
tery-Farmers’ Alliance ticket was elected and 
had a majority in the Legislature. Through 
bad management in a political sense the victory 
is being frittered away. The administration 
forces were allowed to split on the Senatorial 
question. A dead-lock resulted, and now that 
the election of a United States Senator has 
been postponed for two years, the administra- 
tion wing, while consenting to unite the party 
by dividing the delegation to Chicago, has been 
unable to restore unity in its own ranks. 

Combinations were made without consulting 
the faction or its leaders. The defeated Mc- 
Enery side engineered quietly, and when it 
oame to a caucus for Circuit Judges of State ap- 
pellate courts the Mcknery men captured five 
out of six. 

The worst feature, as far as the administra- 
tion is concerned, is that the ballots were secret, 
so that the traitors are unknown, and there is 
no way to punish desertions or stop the breaks 
in the ranks. Consternation and confision are 
now general, as some of the defeated candidates 
were men whom the administration was pledged 
to oare for. 

Col, John & Young, the Chairman of the 
Returning Board, who virtually made Foster 
Governor, was defeated by E. W. Sutherlin, the 
defeated candidate for Attorney General. Col. 
R. P. Hunter, who was the aggressive leader in 
the Foster campaign, was beaten by Judge W. 
F. Blackman, the MoEnery leader in Hunter's 
parish. John M. Kennedy, who went over from 
the anti-lottery side to the -McEnery faction, 
was nominated over several strong anti-lottery 
leaders. 

Ip Orleans Col. R. N. Ogden, a well-known 
lottery man, defeated Judge Frank McGloin, 
who Was such ap anti-lottery enthusiast that, 
despite his position on the bench, he — 
hurrah clubs and led shouting columns through 
the city streets. Judge James M. Thompson, 
another McEnery man, was nominated over 
Col. John M. Stone, one of the first and most 
prominent of anti-lottery leaders. The Foster 
element only succeeded in saving one man, H. 
D. Bmith, whois from the Governor’s parish, 
St. Mary, and was carried through on the first 
ballot. 

The deal which brought about this sur- 
prise is unknown. The impression is that it 
was the Senatorship, and that the Gibson line 
has been materially strengthened, but this is 
mere speculation. 





LAWYER PESHALL GAINS A POINT.

BALLOT-BOX STUFFERS’ CASE REMOVED 
TO THE FEDERAL COURT. 


TRENTON, N. J., June 30.—Charles J. Peshall 
had three conferences with Judge E. T. Green 
of the United States court, to-day, in reference 
to the release of the Hudson County ballot-box 
stuffers. This morning he made application for 
a writ of habeas corpus, and this afternoon he 
made a lengthy argument to sustain the appli- 
cation. 

Judge Green to-night signed the papers in the 
cases of Moschell, Fallon, Hart, and Durancey, 
the four ballot-box stuffers who are still in the 
oustody of Sheriff McPhillips of Hudson County, 
and who have not yet been removed to the 
State prison. This removed their cases to the 
United States Supreme Court, but does not ap- 
ply to the men now in State prison. 

awyer Peschali's contention is that. these 
men were convicted by a struck jury, and it lea 
question whether a struck jury in criminal cases 
is an impartial jury such as the Constitution of 
the United States guarantees. Defendants in 
criminal cases are entitled to a jury selected 
from a panel of forty-eight names. : 

Lawyer Peshall insists that when a‘man 
pleads not guilty he puts himself upon the 
country, and he is entitled to a trial by a jury of 
his peers. In the case of a struck jury only 
three challenges are allowed out of twenty-four 
jurors. Inthe case of Moschell and all the oth- 
ers they were only allowed three challenges 
apiece. This, he insists, is a vioiation of the 

te guaranteed by the Federal Constitution. 

f the cases are rejected by the United States 
Supreme Court an appeal will be taken on the 
refusal and they will go to the United States 
Court of Appeals, and then, according to the 
new practice in the United States court, the 
men can be bailed. ‘ 

Mr. Pesha!l] states that there was a stipulation 
between counsel that all the men should abide 
by the decision in the appealed case, and, if the 
four men named in the decision of the Court of 
Errors can appeal, all the others may.

HOT FIGHT IN THE NINETEENTH OHIO 
CONGRESS DISTRICT. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 30.—The Republicans 
of the Nineteenth District, which comprises the 
five Republican counties of Ashtabula, Geauga, 
Portage, Summit, and Trumbull, have had a 
sharp contest over a nomination at Warren to- 
day. It is the old district of Giddings, Wade, 
and Garfield, and has been represented for 
twelve years now by the Hon. Evra B. Taylor. 

With 10,000 plurality a Republican nomina- 
tion is equivalent to an election, and Taylor's 
announcement of his purpose to retire brought 
out a score of ambitious politicians. Might men 
entered the race in the caucuses and six in the 
convention. 

One hundred and sixteen votes were neceseary 
toa nomination. Stephen A. Northway of Asb- 
tabula, who was Taylor's leading competitor 
twelve years ago, ledon the first ballot with 84; 
Wolcott of Portage received 42, Ebright and 
Tibbals of Summit, respectively, 30 and 23; 
Converse of Geauga, 23; Hal! of Ashtabula, 14, 
and the remainder scattering. Eight ballots 
consumed six hours, when recess was taken for 
wpe. 

t 7:30 Northway led with 109 votes, and on 
the next ballot he was nominated, receiving 
153 of the 231 votes. Some eight years ago he 
was indicted for losing the funds of a bank of 
which he was an Ollicer, in speculation in Wail 
Street, but escaped through his political pull 
and the thin excuse that the offense was com- 
mitted in New-York when the bank was situated 
at Jefferson, Ohio. 

In any but the stalwart old Nineteenth Dis- 
trict he would be defeated, but the majority 
there is too great to be overcome. Coming from 
a district long proud of its Congressmen, his 
nomination is a striking instance of Republican 
degeneracy.

TOLEDO, Ohio, June 30.—A serious riot oc- 
curred this afternoon between the workmen of 
the two street oar companies here. Two hun- 
dred men were arrested. 

Under a State law the Toledo Electric Street 
Railway Company was allowed te use the 
tracks of the Consolidated Company through 
Ottawa, Munroe, and Summit Streets upon the 
payment of an annual rental. 

The Congeelidated tracks got badly out of re- 
pair and that company prepared to lay heavier 
tracks, suitable for electrio trafiic, but the To- 
ledo Company, controlled by David Robison, 
Jr., got outau injunction to prevent this. The 
reason was he believed the Consolidated would 
rebuild the road and then refuse to allow his 
ears to use iton the ground that it was a new 
line and not the one condemned. The injunc- 
tion was dissolved, and two days age the Con- 
solidated began the work. 

To-day the Robisons got permission of the 
Mayor and seta large force of men at work 
tearing up the Consolidated tracks on Ottawa 
Street, on the plea that, if they were to be re- 
built, the Robisons ought todo half the work. 
A heavy force of Consolidated workmen came 
dewn on them and a sharp fight ensued. The 
whole police force was summoned to the spot 
and arrested over 200 of the workmen, who were 
bailed ont. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Robison obtained an pepe 
tion from the Common Pleas Court restraining 
the Consolidated from interfering with his men 
reconstructing the Consolidated tracks, and 
work is proceeding to-night. The Consolidated 
has had all the managers of the Robison line 
arrested for malicious destruction of property. 





New-Jersey Geological Survey. 

TRENTON, N. J., June 30.—The Board of Man- 
agers of the Geological Survey helda meeting 
at the State House this afternoon. The State’s 
exhibit at the World's Fair was discussed. Prof. 
James Smock, the State Geologist, explained 
the work that is now in progress for the fair. 

Itimcludes maps of water supply, crystalline 
rocks, ore, and the like. He urged that a larze 
relief map of the State be made, and it was 
agreed upon. 

Prof. Smock was granted a leave of absence 
for three months, eo that he could go to Hollana 
and inspect the dikes, with the view of getting 
information how to protect the coast from the 
inroads of the sea.

READY FOR THE CONTEST 
THE 'VARSITY TO BATTLE ON THE 
THAMES T0-DAY. 


YALE CONFIDENT OF WINNING THE 
FOUR-MILE RACE, BUT HARVARD’8 
ROWING IMPROVED—BETTING EVEN 
—FRESHMAN EVENTS POSTPONED. 


NeEw-LonpDon, June 30.—It will be a red-letter 
day in boating here to-morrow. The triangular 
freshman race between Yale, Harvard, and 
Columbia had to be postponed to-day on ac- 
count of high wind and rough water. It will 
take place at 10:30 to-morrow morning, weather 
permitting, while the Yale-Harvard ‘Varsity 
race will be started at 5 o'clock, The freshmen will 
row up the river with the flood tide, and the Varsity 
oarsmen will go with the ebb tide and current in 
their favor. At 11 o’clook this morning, the time the 
freshman race was to have been rowed, a dense fog 
had just lifted, but there was blowing a strong south- 
erly breeze up the river that made the course too 
rough for the contest. Nothing daunted by the un- 
favorable prospect, however, sevoral steamboat 
loads of students, college graduates, and young la- 
dies started for the scene of strife and took up poai- 
tions just above the big railroad bridge at the start- 
ing point’ Thisis to bethe finish of the great race 
to-morrow, and grouped about were a dozen 
yachts that had anchored there last night, so as to 
be sure of good positions. Naptha launches went 
scooting about and catboates dodged in and out, but 
no crews appeared in sight. 

After waiting nearly an hour the referee’s boat 
came down the river and announced that the race 


would be rowed at 5 o’clock down stream. Tho 
crowds on the boats took the news good-naturedly, 
but wefe a trifie ont of patience when the wind died 
away just as they landed atthe wharf. The race 
couid have been rowed at 12:30, but it was too late 
tochangethe plan. By 3 o'clock the wind had sprung 
up again from the southwest, and was so strong 
that white caps tumbled over each other all along 
the river. There was hardly a chance for arace, 
but the boats were loaded more heavily in the aft- 
ernoon than in the morning as they started up- 
stream aan. Every train that stopped here all 
day unl ed many passengers who had come to see 
the race to-morrow. As many as could took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity of going out to see the 
freshmen, so that the steamers had aboutall on 
board they could carry comfortably. All proceeded 
up to the naval station, where the two-mile course 
down-stream begins. 

The direction of the course from start to finish 
changes with every turn of the tide, sonow it was 
down the river. It began torain before the steam- 
ers had gonea mile. For over an hour it kept up 
pouring and the wind did not let up, and another post- 
popement was necessary. 

Disappointment was soon forgotten in the talk of 
the big race to-morrow. While the steamers were 
up the river Yale did a most remarkable thing. -She 
actually sent out both her ’Varsity and freshman 
crews for a practice spin in a cove near Goles 
Ferry, withina mile of the steamers carrying the 
many hundred spectators. 

The Yale and Harvard crews both rowed twice to- 
day. Yale’a work was very light and Harvard's as 
heavy as possible. THE TIMES'S unprejudiced infor- 
mination concerning the improvement in the Crimson 
athletes has done a great deal toward bringing about 
the present situation here, the betting now being 
even. 

*‘Harry’’ Keyes this afternoon verified the state- 
ment in to-day’s paper to the effect that the crew got 
together last nicht and showed up better than at 
any time since it arrived here. 

Harvard will be out again to-morrow morning 
practicing starts. It seems impossible to tire the 
men out. Physically they are probably the tinest 
crew that ever satin a boat, Iu form and atyle Yale 
is the better and is generally pronounced the best 
Yale ever had. The speed question, however, will 
be known to-morrow. 

The men were so afraid they would get out again 
that they were somewhat uneasy, but this morning 
they hit it up in better shape than yesterday. 
Now if they had a few days in which to 
run up their speed there would be two 
almost perfect crews on the river, instead of only 
one, but the chances are, nevertheless, in favor of 
Harvard at least making Yale row in pretty fast 
time. The first two miles will probably tel! the 
story. Yale will row in a paper shell, while Harvard 
will be in a cedar one. 

The Yale launch will will be the referee’s boat, 
and will contain only Referee G. L. Rivers, Timers 
Cc. F. Adams and George A. Adee, Judges T. N. 
Perkins and “ Bob’’ Cook, the pilot, and the en- 
gineer. C. T. Slade of Harvard and John Howland 
of Yale will be judges at the finish. 

To-night the two crews had entertainments at their 
respective quarters, to take their minds from the 
coming struggle. All their various accomplishments 
were shown off, and everybody present toox a part. 
Cummings of Harvard and Graves of Yale were the 
jesters of the respective crews, each doing all sorts 
of things to keep upthe amusement. The colored 
cooks were compelied to sing and dance, while 
Charles Hart of Harvard gavean interesting im- 
personation of Faulkner, the professional oarsman.

RAISING ITS DUES AND FEES. 


THE NEW-YORK ATHLETIC CLUB PRO- 
VIDING FOR ITS NEW HOME, 


An important meeting of the New-York Athletic

The number limit 
of resident members was raised from 2,000 to 2,500, 
and that of non-resident members from 300 to 500, 

The following resolution was also passed: 

Resolved, That there be placed in the cornerstone 
of the new clubhouse a list of members who shall 
have voluntarily contributed toward the expense of 
building such clubhouse, the amount of the contri- 
butions not to be stated. 

A resolution concerning the death of Henry W. 
Jenkins, who was Treasurer of the club, was also 
adopted.

SOLVE THE LEASES. 


FACTS FURNISHED BY THE READING 
PEOPLE TO EXPEDITE MATTERS— 
GREAT COAL INTERESTS INVOLVED 
—THE LEHIGH VALLEY SUIT. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., June 30.—C. H. Bergner and 
J.C. MacAlarney, the examiners appointed to take 
testimony in the suit of the Commonwealth to dis- 
solve the leases of the Lehigh Valley Railroad Com- 
pany and the Central Railroad of New-Jersey to the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Company, held 4 
meeting in the law library to-day. Attorney Gen- 
eral Hensel and George Nauman appeared on bebalf 
of the Commonwealth and M. E. Olmsted and W. B. 
Lamberton as counsel for the various defendants. 

The Attorney General called upon the defendants 
for a large amount of testimony, documentary and 
otherwise. Mr. Olmsted said that he had previously 
been notified informally of the matters and things 
that would be demanded at this hearing, and that, 
while the defendants believed that most or all of 
them were immaterial and irrelevant as evidence, 
nevertheless, for the convenience of the Attorney 
General aud for the purpose of expediting the labors 
of the examiners and bringing the case to the speed- 
iest possible determination, the companies had pre- 
pared the desired information and would admit the 
same subject to exceptions; and thereupon, in re- 
sponse to the various calls of Commonwealth’s coun- 
sel, he allowed it to be placed upon record that the 
Philadelphia and Reading Coal and Iron Company, 
originally chartered as the Laurel Run Improvement 
Company, owns 86,068 acres of anthracite coal land 
in Schuylixill, Northumberland, Columbia, and other 
counties, and leases other coal lands in said counties 
to the amount of 16.505 acres, and owns a majority 


of capital stock in other coal companies owning 
10,774 acres more, Making a total of 113,317 acres, 
gen which lands there are seventy-four collieries, 
of which fifty-one are now operated by the said com- 


any. 

. The Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Oompany 
doos not own or lease any coal lands nor mine or seil 
coal, but all the coal from the coal and iron com- 
pany’s lands is transported over the Philadeiphia and 
Reading Railroad. The coal and iron company has 
a capital stock of $8,000,000, divided into 160,000 
shares, of which 159,960 are held in the name of the 
Philadelphia and needing Railroad Company and 
the other forty shares by Directors; $11,479,000 of 
the bonds of the coal and iron company are guaran- 
teed by the railroad company. 

The Lehigh Valley Coal Company, formed by the 
merger of a number of other corporations, owns 
22,723 acres of anthracite coal lands and leases 
13,U92 acres. [talso owns a majority of the stock 
in other corporations owning 14,259 acres. Upon 
the lands thus owned, leased, or controlled there are 
fifty-four collieries, of which the Lehigh Valley Coal 
Company operates seventeen, and the others are 
operated by various other coal companies and indi- 
viduals. ‘The Lehigh Valley Railroad Company 
owns 3,619 acres of coal lands, but does not 
operate them, they being leased to other 
parties. All of the coal produced by the Le- 
high Vatley Coal Company is transported over the 
Lehigh Valigy Railroad. All of the stock of the Le- 
high Valley Coal Company is owned by the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad Company, but its bouds are not 
guaranteed by that compauy. The Lehigh and 
Wilkesbarre Coal Company owns 21,000 acres of 
anthracite coal lands and holds 3,000 additional 
acres under lease, but does not own any shares of 
capital stock of other companies owning coal! lands. 
‘rhe said company operates thirteen collieries and 
leases about 4,000 acres of its coal lands to various 
individuals who operate collieries thereon. 

The coal produced by this company is transported 
to market principally over the Lehighand Susque- 
hanna Railroad aud the Central Railroad of New- 
Jersey. The capital stock of the Lehigh Valley and 
Wilkesbarre outstanding is $9,212,600, of which 
$6,600,000 stands in the pame of the Central Rail- 
Toad of New-Jersey and the balance in the hands of 
the public. Ita bonds and other obligations amount 
to $12,000,000, of which only $54,U00 are guaranteed 
by the Central Railroad Conipany of New-Jersey. 

The Port Reading Railroad Company was char- 
tered in November, 1890, under the laws of New- 
Jersey. Its steck is $1,960,000 and its bonds 
$1,500,000, all issued to the Port Reading Construc- 
tion Company, a New-Jersey corporation formed for 
the purpose of performing contracts and construct- 
ing railroads in New.Jersey and Pennsylvania. The 
names of the oflicers and Directors of the above- 
named corporation were also submitted in evidence. 

An elaborate statement was submitted by Mr. 
Olmsted showing the production of anthracite coal 
in the Wyoming, —_— and Schuylkill regions for 
the year 1890 aud 1891], giving the name of each 
operator and the amount produced in detail. Alsoa 
statement showing the proportions of said coal 
shipped to the various States of the Union, to the Do- 
minion of Canada and to foreign ports in said years. 
Also the amount transported from Mauch Chunk to 
tide water for reshipment and also for local consump- 
tion. Also a statement showing the conditions 
under which the coal lands of the Lehigh Coaland 
Navigation Company were sold tothe Lehigh and 
Wilkesbarre Coal Company, requiring the product 
to be transported over the Central Railroad of New- 
Jersey; also ali the goneral orders issued by the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad Company and the Phila- 
scene and Keading Railroad Company since Feb. 
ll, 18¥2. 

The Attorney General called fora lot of additional 
matter, the preparation of which Mr. Olmsted said 
would occupy several days, but he thought it would 
all be furnished at the next meeting except the 
agreements made since the Lehigh Valley lease be- 
tween the Philadelphia Coal and [ron Company and 
individual coal operators. These agreements, he 
said, could have no bearing upon the questions prop- 
erly at issue in the proceeding, and defendants would 
absolutely decline to produce them, at least until the 
various demurrers filed had been passed upon by the 
court. The hearing was then adjourned until Fri- 
day, July 8, at 12:30 P. M. 

Attorney General Hensel was apparently very 
much pleased with the progress and said that it 
would have taken a great deal of time to have elic- 
ited by examination of witmesses the testimony 
placed upon record to-day. 

EASTON, Penn., June 30.—The hearing upon the 
motion foran injunction and appointment of a re- 
ceiver forthe Lehigh Valley Railroad Company in 
the eauity proceedings begun by Elizabeth Gummers 


and others of Trenton, N. J., stockholders of the Le- 
high Valley Railroad, to set aside the lease of the 
Lehigh Valley Bailroad Company to the Philadelphia 
and Reading Company began beiore Judges Schuyler 
and Keeder to-day. The defendants read pleas of 
abatement setting forth that the suit of Arnot vs. 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad, now pending at Wiil- 
iamsport, wasa similar proceeding commenced be- 
fore this suit and still undetermined, and that this 
suit cannot be maintained. Counsel for the Central 
Railroad of New-Jersey, the Lehigh Coal and Navi- 
gation Company, the Wilkesbarre Coal Company, 
and the Port Reading Railroad Company said that 
as no relief was asked for against the companies 
named in the bill of complaint no proceedings should 
continue against them. Plaintiffs read a long list of 
affidavits to show that the deal had been an injary 
to communities in the Lehigh Valley and a detri- 
ment to the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company's 
stockholders. Defendants submitted aflidavita of 
Charles Hartshorne, Vice President of the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad Company, detailing the railroad aud 
coallands owned and operated by the company, and 
denied that any o: them were competing lines in 
the anthracite coal regions with the Philadelphia 
aud Reading Company. ‘The affidavit makes a gen- 
eral denial of all the points contained in the plaint- 
iffs’ bill. 

The atiidavit of John Taylor, the General Traflic 
Manager of the Philadelphia aud Reading Company, 
is very lengthy and denies that any injury has been 
inflicted on any stockholders of the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad Company by the lease to the Philadelphia 
and Heading, and that no injurious diversion of 
freight from any points on the lines has taken place; 
that the lines of the two roads are not in any proper 
sense parallel or competing lines; that there is but 
one coltiesy out of lud reached by the Philadelphia 
and Reading and 96 reached by the Lehigh Valley 
thatis reached by both companies, viz., that of T. 
M. Righter, called the Mount Carmel Colliery, in the 
anthracite coal regions. He denies that the Phila- 
delphia and Reading solicited freight trattic from 
Slatington; that by an agreement of the Lehigh Val- 
ley — Philadelphia Roads, made in 1878, the Read- 
ing Road had the right to do so. 

. A. McLeod, President and General Manager of 
the Philadelphia and Reading, made affidavit as to 
mileage of the road. Robert H. Sayre, Second Vice 
President of the J.ehigh Valley and Third Viee Pres- 
ident of the Philadelphia and Heading, made aflida- 
vit of the mileage at the date of the lease, and de- 
nied that they are compsting lines. 

J. A. Sweigart, Assistant General Manager of the 
Philadelphia aud Reading, says that the road has no 
contract or arrangement for the purchase of coal 
from individual operators of mines or collieries, and 
does not purchasé any coal except for use on its en- 
gines, &c. Baldwin, Assistant General Pas- 
senger Agent of the New-Jersey Central iailroadi, 
dented thatany orders had been issued to ticket 
sellers to show apreference in Oentral Railroad 
sales over the Lehigh Valley sale of tickets. W. A. 
Charcoh, Treasurer of the Philadelphia and Reading, 
gays thatcorporation is solvent and is paying its 
liabilities as they become due and payable. John 
B. Genett, Third Vice President, says that under the 
provisions of the lease $1,382,300 has become due 
irom the Reading to the Lehigh Valley and that all 
payments have been promptly met. 

Frederick E. Knorr, cashier of the Lehigh Valley, 
says that Mrs. Gummers, the plaintiff, has drawn 
her dividends since the lease. The full list of all the 
officers and Directors of the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
follow, signed to the affidavit, giving their full ap- 
proval of the lease and saying that the interests of 
each stockholder are advanced by it; that the bual- 
ness of the company has been enlarged; its receipts 
increased and its expenses diminished, and that the

A delegate asked if Darwin, Bell, Lavater, and 
other persons of some repute had not under- 
stood ind taught the idea of the law of cor- 
respondence long before Delsarte was ever 
heard of. 

Miss Thompson said that the law was first 
formulated and practically illustrated by Del- 
Barte. 

Several delegates discussed the ‘natural- 
ness” of different attitudes, and the right and 
the wrong and the truth of them. 

Mr. Clark asked to be informed what truth 
Was. 

Miss Currier spoke for the Monroe system. 

Mr. Trueblood wanted to know what Delsarte 
had done for the voice. 

Miss Thompson replied that by the relaxing 
exercises, and the exercises of the teeth, lips, 
tongue, and palate, the efficiency of the vocal 
organs was much conserved and increased, and 
the voice helped. 

After the smoke of the Delsartean battle had 
cleared a little, Mrs. Nella Brown Pond of Bos- 
ton recited adramatic poem by T. B. Aldrich, 
and was loudly applauded.

MIANTONOMOH HAS BAD WEATHER, 


AND SAILING CRAFT INTERFERE 
HER TARGET PRACTICE, 


Should the weather to-day permit of target 
practice, the crew of the new double-turreted 
monitor Miantonomoh will commence target 
practice in Gardiner’s Bay, off Greenport, L. L., 
about 10 o’elock. Yesterday it was blowing so 
hard and was so foggy that the trials could not 
be made. The officers have determined to make 
the teat to-day if possible, and all small craft 
will be warned to keep out of danger’s way. 

A thick horizon and a number of fishing 
schooners on the range prevented the Mian- 
tonomoh from having her target practice 
Wednesday. Early inthe morning everything 


looked favorable, and the ship steamed out Into 
Block Island Sound, where the firlng was to be 
done, at about eight o’clock. The whole of the 
morning was taken up with laying out the 
range and stationing the boats for observing 
the shots. 

The target, a regniation navy target, about 
eight feet high and triangular in shape, was 
planted in such a position in the Sound as to 
give the greatestandsafestrange. Then a right- 
angle triangle was formed, the legs of which 
were each 1,500 yards long, and the hypote- 
nuse marked by a buoy at the place where the 
ship was to be when firing. An observation 
boat with an oflicer in charge was stationed in 
position to mark the fall of the shot. 

Immediately after 1 o’clock the ship steamed 
up to the firing buoy, and all of the guna were 
loaded with an intermediate charge of 205 
pounds of powder. But when all was ready to 
fire it was discovered that several fishing 
schooners were in line with the target and only 
a few miles off, 80 that it would have been ex- 
tremely dangerous to fire. 

The ship then steamed out to where they lay 
and warned them of their danger, but they 
could not move before 5 o’ciock. 

By the time the ship had returned tothe firing 
buoy and the range was clear, the horizon had 
shutin thick, and it was considered inadvisa- 
ble to fire, s0 the target and buoy were picked 
up, and the shipreturned to her anchorage in 
Gardiner’s Bay. 

8o0on after coming to anchor in there on Tues- 
day it was discovered that the webs on both 
crank sbafts on the forward engine were so 
badly eracked that there was great danger of 
their breaking entirely if their engines were 
run at more than a moderate rate of speed, and 
great care had tobe exercised in their hand- 
hing. It will be necessary to repair them before 
it will be safe to send the ship to sea. 

The practice with the secondary battery will 
be held while the ship is at anchor.

Her Load of Stone Sank the Schooner. 

The schooner Anadir, Cant.'Sidney Smith, of 
Greenport, L. L, loaded with eighty tons of rock,

The Anadir sprung a leak about 7 o’clock and 
filled rapidly. In less than fifteen minutes she 
keéled over and about forty tons of rock on 
deck slid off. The crew stood on the quarter- 
deck in hopes that she would come up, but the 
forty tons remaining on board bore her under. 
A passing sloop rescued the men. 

The schooner was thirty years old, and was 
owned by Capt. Smith.

WILL GO TO NEW-JERSEY. 


WHY THE NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCIA- 
TION HAS GIVEN UP CREEDMOOR. 


Gen. George W. Wingate, Presidentof the National 
Rifle Association of America, who believes that the 
forced abandonment of Creedmoor by the association 
will probably put an end to competitive shooting in 
New-York State, has given outsome correspondence 
which shows the cause for the abandonment of 
Creedmoor by the association. It is written to 
Gen. Benjamin M. Whitlock, General Inspector of 


Ritle Practice, State of New-York, in reply to a 
testion from that entleman as WwW whiat 
dates the National Rifie Association proposes 
hold ite Fall meeting at Creedmoor. 
Gen. Wingate's reply. dated June 24, 
shows that the decision of the association not to 
hold any annual meeting during the present year, 
but to trausfer such meeting to New-Jersey, where, 
as he ironically remarks in the course of his letter, 
“the association’s exertions in establishing rite 
practice seem to have earned for it a warmer regard 
than on the range it created,” is due toGen. Whit- 
lock’s assignment of such dates for the practice of 
the National Guard at Creedmoor ag to leave no 
time unoccupied which could be used by the associa- 
tion for its monthly matches or annual meeting. 

Then come the letters between Gen. Wingate and 
Gen. Bird W. Spencer, General Inspector of Ritte 
Practice, State of New-Jersey, Which arrange for the 
shooting by the National Rifle Assoolation, upon the 
Tange at Sea Girt, N. J.,of the Hilton Smeld, the 
Inter-State Trophy, and perhaps the Wimbledon 
Cupand Judd Trophy matches, as part of the pro- 
gramme of the New-Jersey Rifle Association and on 
its range. 

The correspondence closed with a long letter, 
dated New-York, June 16, to Gen. Josiah Porter, 
the Adjutant General, in which Gen. Wingate ex- 
presses his most profound regret that the State has 
taken steps which have practically resulted in driv- 
ing the association from Creedmoor. He refers to 
the useful work done by the National Association 
and to the beneticial effect exercised through its 
matches on the shooting of the National Guard. He 
charges the State authorities witha practical breach 
of faith toward the association, saying that when 
Creedmoor was presented to the State it was with 
the express reservation that the association should 
be permitted to continue its matches there.

His subject was, ‘‘ How Can Profiolency of Pu- 
pils for Promotion and Graduation Best be 
Measured.” Following the address was a dis- 
cussion which was participated in by several of 
the school Principals present. 

George G. Ryan, Superintendent of the New- 
Brunswick schools, next read a paper entitled 


“Secondary Eduoation in New-Jersey.”’ His 
address was also discussed by the teachers. 

At the evening session the committees were 
appointed and an address was delivered by the 
Rev. Dr. N. Sims, the Chancellor of the Syracuse 
University. His subject was, “ The Philoso- 
pber’s Stone.”’ 

The sessions will be resumed to-morrow, when 
several papers will be re on educational 
topics. Friday evening Dr. James McAllister, 
the President ofthe Drexel Inatitute, will talk 
on “ Education in Its Relations to the social 
and Economic Conditions of To-Day.”

The question “‘To what extent should the seminar 
method of advanced instruction be used in univer- 
sity, college, and academy?" will be answered in a 
ng by Prof. E. R. A. Seligman of Columbia Col- 
ege. The limitations and dangers of the method will 
be handled by Prof. Ephraim Kmerton of Harvard, 
aud its advantages and limitations by President J. 
G. Schurman of Cornell, while the seminar method 
in undergraduate work will be discussed by Chauée’. 
lor James H. Caniield of the University of Nebraska 

A general discussion on all the subjects will follow, 
those designated to take part beiug President EK. 
Benjamin Andrews, Brown University; Prof. 
George Stuart Fullerton, University of Pennsyl- 
vania; Prof. Francis H. Stoddard, University of the 
City of New-York; Prof. Horatio 8. White; Prof. 
Elmer E. Brown, University of Michigan, and 
Willis Boughton, M. A. 

The convocation dinner will take place Wednesday 
evening, the speeches being limited to tive minutes, 
and on Thureday morning the session will open with 
@ paper on the study of economics and social science 
in university, college, and academy. The discussion 
will be ied by President John F. Crowell, Trinity 
College, North Carolina; President James Mac- 
Alister, Drexel Institute, Philadelphia, and Prof. J. 
Scott Clark, Syraouse University. 

Prof. George KE. Wilson of Brown University will 
take the subject of “The place of economic and 
social soience in the university curriculum.” The 
session will close with “university extension,” un- 
der the following heads: ‘Practical workings,” by 
Prof. Fullerton, Prof. Franklin W. Hooper, Di- 
rector Brooklyu Inetitute, and Prof. W. ih Mace, 
Syracuse University. “Tho workiugs of the sys- 
tem in America, ‘“‘ The lecturer and the lectare,”’ b

Lower cables, the fine weather, and crop reports of 
an encouraging character, along with the uncertain- 
ty regarding the effect of the Hatch bill, resulted in 
a break in wheat. July sold at 790 early. being yo 
under the close of the previous day, and then there 
was added to the other news the report of the failure 
of a prominent grain house in (London, no name be- 
ing given, however. The market went to 79190, 
advanced slightly when it was announced that the 
Seuate committee had adjourned ti! next Thuraday, 
aud then went down to 73sc, at which price it 
closed. The only facts opposed to the other 
factora of the worning were the sale of about 
270,000 bushels of wheat, partly for export, 
moderate receipts in the Northwest, and fair clear- 
ances from the seaboard. There was no important 
trading. Receipts at principal Western points 
were 687,800 bushels. Shipments from Western 
points were 702,800 bushels. The local out in- 
spection was 177,400 bushels, and there were 
charters for 474,000 bushels.

Criticisms of the President’s appointment 
of Mr. JoHN W. Fosrer to be Secretary of 
State will depend somewhat upon the point 
of view, we suppose, but more upon the 
moral organization of the critic. It is con- 
ceivable that some persons may chuckle 
over it as a shrewd stroke, contending that 
as Mr. Fosrer must have come into pos- 
session of many secrets of China, Spain, 
Mexico, and Russia while serving as the 
paid counsel and adviser of those Gov- 
ernments, he must for that reason be ex- 
traordinarily well equipped for the office 
to which he has been appointed. That 
there was any impropriety in Mr. FosTer’s 
appointment would scarcely occur to a per- 
s0n who looked upon the knowledge he has 
gained in his capacity of international 
counsel and claim lawyer merely as an ac- 
quaintance with diplomatic usage and with 
the important questions likely to come be- 
fore the State Department. There is an 
advantage in this sort of familiari- 
ty with the affairs of the depart- 
ment, no doubt. So, too, a litigant 
who was pressing an important and pro- 
tracted suit at law would gain an im- 
portant advantage if he could persuade the 
leading counsel of the other party to come 
over to his side of the case with knowledge 
of his former client’s secret. But the 
ethical standards of the bar are high 
enough to make such conduct impossible 
on the part of any reputable law- 
yer. It would be considered unpro- 
fessional and dishonorable. Mr. FosTrr’s 
good character and his attainments in 
diplomacy serve also to obfuscate the 
judgment of those who have commented 
on the appointment. All thatis beside the 
point. The single question is whether Mr, 
Fosrer’s entanglements with foreign Gov- 
ernments have not been of a nature to dis- 
qualify him for the office he now holds. 
We have no doubt about the matter. Mr. 
Foster should not have been appointed, 
and he cannot with self-respect continue 
to hold the office—certainly he cannot sus- 
tain the dignity of his office in the eyes of 
the numerous foreign Governments that 
have employed him ina confidential capac- 
ity.

It is reported at Washington that Sena- 
tor STEWART is likely to be nominated by 
the ‘People’s Party” in the convention 
that meets at Omaha on Monday, and that 
he would accept the nomination. There is 
no reason why he should not acceptit. He 
is a “logical” candidate enough for that 
queer organization and would be decidedly 
more at home at the head of their ticket than 
in his present political quarters. Moreover, 
he would have an admirable opportunity 
to get at the real number of “ the people” 
who, he is always saying, are backing him 
in his free-coinage ideas. He would have 
a financial plank to stand on that would 
quite suit him, and if he found that he was 
standing on it in solitude it would be in- 
structive to him and a great relicf to his 
Republican friends. 





THE SENATE AND SILVER. 

Senator MORGAN of Alabama is probably 
quite sincere in his belief that the free 
coinage of silver is essential to the pros- 
perity of the country,'but we do not quite 
see how he is going to advance that meas- 
ure very much by insisting upon a vote on 
it. He himself says that the bill if passed 
by the Senate would undoubtedly be passed 
by the House also, and as to the prediction 
that the President would veto it, 
he professes to believe it 
ble that so “high-minded” a man 
would “use the power of his office 
to suppress legislation.” If Mr. MorGan 
is‘in fair mental health—there have been 
signs to the contrary lately—he must know 
that a veto by the President is a perfectly 
legitimate exercise of a power expressly 
conferred by the Constitution for a definite 
purpose, namely, to force Congress to recon- 
sider its action, and—unless two-thirds of 
the members of each house, a quorum 
being present, shall vote to renew that 
action, notwithstanding the objections 
of the President—to compel its abandon- 
ment, Itisno more suppressing legislation 
to exercise this power than it would be for 
the Vice President to give his casting vote 
against a measure, or even for Mr. MORGAN 
himself to vote against one. The :Presi- 
dent’s discretion is as absolute as that of 
any Senator or any Representative, andit is 
absurd to blame him for exercisingit should 
the occasion require it. There was a time 
in the Administration of Gen, GRANT when 
the President was known to be prepared to 
interpose objections to certain legislation 
regarding the South, and that fact pre- 
vented action, Mr. MoRGAN would hardly 
have objected to that, yet it was precisely 
what he now affects to think impossible for 
Mr. HARRISON to do and remain a “ high- 
minded ” man. 

We understand the ground on which Mr. 
MorGAN and Mr, STEWART and others of 
their stamp base this curious criticism of 
the veto power. It is that “the people” 
demand a free-coinage bill. That is 
pure assumption, and without a particle 
of evidence to support it. But sup- 
pose it were true that at the pres- 
ent moment a majority of the people of 
the United States did really wish to have 
such a bill passed, that would in no 
way affect the right or the duty of the 
President in the use of his veto. On the 
contrary, it was the intention of the 
framers of the Constitution that the veto 
should be used when, in the judgment 
of the Chief Executive, it was necessary to 
use it for the purpose of delaying de- 
cisive action by Congress, even when 
in accordance with the popular wish, 
and thus to give the people time in 
which to reflect and to get all the facts 
needed for a sober judgment. The fathers 
of the Republic had a fair degree of confi- 
dence in the ultimate good sense of the peo- 
ple, but they had no confidence in the peo- 
ple’s uniform and absolute wisdom, no 
reverence for their whims, and not the 
slightest hesitation in arranging to check 
the gratification of mere whims, and forcing 
the people to act deliberately before their 
action could be final, Unquestionably the 
use of the veto power for this purpose by 
a President requires firmness of will and 
vigor of conscience, since he may easily be 
punished personally for doing his duty, 
evenif in doing it he serves the people. 
But we trust that the Republic will never 
be quite unable to produce men of stuff 
stern enough to do their duty in high 
places at their own risk. 

In the present instance, however, Mr. 
HARRISON would incur no risk whatever. 
The American people donot wish a free- 
coinage bill. The great body of them— 
certainly of those capable of forming an 
intelligible judgment on the question—de- 
test that measure and dread its conse- 
quences, regard it as wrong in principleand 
fatally mistaken in policy, and would vote 
it down overwhelmingly if it could 
be submitted at the polls. If _ it 
were conceivable that a bill of this 
sort could pass Congress, it could only be 
because the members of Congress ignore or 
defy the sentiment cf the country. We 
have just had two National Conventions in 
which delegates from every Congressional 
district in the Union, all of them chosen 
within a few months and most of them 
within a few weeks of their assem- 
bling. In each of these conventions the

fle. In each a determined effort was made 
to secure from the convention some conces- 
sion to the sentiment in favor of free coin- 
age. In each convention the effort failed 
completely, and a resolution was adopted, 
stronger in one case than in the other, but 
in both hostile to free coinage. If there 
were really any general demand for free 
coinage it would have been acknowledged 
at Minneapolis or at Chicago by the Re- 
publicans or by the Democrats. It was 
not recognized because it does not exist, 
and the men in the Senate, like MoRGAN 
and STEWART, who insist on defying the 
conclusive manifestation of the popular 
will, should be summarily dealt with. 
The Senate will act on the Stewart bill to- 
day. It would do well to send it ‘ the 
way to dusty death” in the pigeon holes of 
the Finance Committee. 


“ PUSHING” A SHAM PROSECUTION. 


A press dispatch from Chicago, presuma- 
bly inspired by the representatives of the 
Department of Justice in that city, invites 
attention once more to the shameful course 
pursued by the department with respect to 
cases arising under the anti-Trust law. 
The news from Chicago is as follows: 

“ Notwithstanding the defeat of the Govern- 
ment at Cincinnati and New-York, the United 
States authorities here will push the cases 
against the Whisky Trust officers. Judge 
GRESHAM will return to the city next week, and 
arrangements may be made whereby he will 
hear the arguments on the indictments found 
in Boston against Ginson, Morris, and HeEN- 
NESSKY. In all probability, however, the cases 
will go over until the Fall Term.” 


The representatives of Attorney General 
MILLER in Chicago will ‘‘ push the cases” 
by peaceably submitting to a contemptuous 
rejection of the indictments. Probably 
they will prefer that this collapse of the 
so-called prosecution so far as the defend- 
ants in Illinois are concerned, shall be 
postponed ‘until the Fall term.” The 
court will be asked to decide as to the 
soundness of the Boston indictments, and 
the nature of the decision can be predicted 
with certainty. 

These indictments have already come 
before Judge NELSON in Boston, Judge 
JACKSON in Cineinnati, Judge Ricks in 
Cleveland, and Judge Lacombe in this 
city. By all of these Judges they have 
been condemned, and the defendants 
whom the Government sought to hold in 
custody by the force of these papers have 
been set free. Three of these Judges not 
only have shown how defective the indict- 
ments are, but also have criticised them in 
terms which clearly indicated disgust. 
For these reasons the prediction may safely 
be made that the decision of the Circuit 
Court in Chicago will be in harmony with 
the decisions already announced. 

The Department of Justice will be repre- 
sented in Chicago by the District Attorney 
who conducted the futile inquiry concern- 
ing the Beef Combine which has made Camp- 
BELL Chairman of the Republican National 
Committee; who made a similar inquiry in 
Illinois concerning this same Whisky 
Trust with no apparent result except a 
confession of failure; who drew the in- 
dictments against GEORGE J. GIBSON, Sec- 
retary of the Trust, whom the Government 
pretended to prosecute upon the charge 
that he had hired a gauger to destroy 
the Shufeldt distillery and to kill 
scores of workmen with an _ infernal 
machine; who saw these indictments 
thrown out of court, and Grsson dis- 
charged, and who filled the Chicago papers 
with stories about his attempt to procure 
the indictment of the officers of the Read- 
ing Coal Trust—an undertaking which met 
the fate of all his ventures in this field. 
But we must admit that District Attorney 
Mitcurist of Chicago cannot say that, 
after seeing one set of his indictments 
againsta Trust thrown out of court, he pre- 
pared in the same case other indictments 
which were much worse than the original 
ones and were rejected with unconcealed 
contempt. That achievement was reserved 
for the representative of the Department 
of Justice in Boston. 

It should be borne in mind that in all 
these disgraceful proceedings the Attorney 
General has participated directly. The at- 
torneys have had the benefit of his instruc- 
tions. He has sent to them persons who 
represented him directly and who were 
employed to collect evidence and give 
other assistance in the preparation of what 
are called the ‘‘cases.” He has sought a 
large share of personal responsibility for 
the- shameful and suspicious failure of 
what some of our contemporaries with un- 
intentional humor have called an “ attack 
upon the Trusts.” And now it is again re- 
ported that the President intends to make 
him a Justice of the Supreme Court. 








PARTIES AND OFFICERS, 

We do not suppose that there is any one, 
however young and sanguine, among the 
friends of civil service reform who sup- 
poses that because the most practical and 
earnest civil service reformer who ever 
held high office has been nominated by the 
Democratic Party on a platform as ad- 
vanced as any that a political party has 
ever framed, we are therefore, in case of 


_ his election, to have an end of the spoils 


system. That will not happen, even in the 
the national service, while there are many 
State and Municipal Governments which 
still are, and for a long time will be, strong- 
holds of patronage. But one thing of very 
great value has been secured, not by the 
mere nomination of Mr. CLEVELAND on a 
good platform, but by the development of 
a sound public opinion of which one is 
largely the consequence of the other. That 
is this, that there is a very large number, 
which is constantly increasing, of men in 
active politics who are convinced that 
patronage is not a source of real strength 
to a party, and that neither the possession 
of the offices nor the hope of getting them 
is so trustworthy a means of success at the 
polls as a party cause that arouses deep 
and honest conviction. ‘This is true of 
both parties. Itis undoubtedly true to a 
greater extent just now of the Democratic 
than of the Republican Party, because the 
former has a more definite and more rea- 
sonable set of principles to work for than 
the latter; but it is far more true of the Re- 





publicans than the fight at Minneapolis be- 
tween oftice holders and disappointed office 
seekers would lead one to suppose. The 
fact that the disappointed office seekers 
were ignominiously beaten and that the 
office holders represented the best spirit of 
the party in matters other than the offices 
is very significant. 

The great progress that has been made in 
this sense within the last decade has been 
due to a great variety of causes. The chief 
of these was the degree to which the spoils 
system had fastened itself upon the Repub- 


lican Party, not because the mass of the » 


party believed in it, or profited by it, but 
in spite of that. Up to 1880, when GaR- 
FIELD was elected President, the Repub- 
lican Party’s strength lay in its record of 
loyalty to freedom and the Union. It was 
animated by an intense and earnest feeling 
of patriotism and the great body of its 
members sincerely regarded a Democratic 
victory as a disgraceful and disastrous 
thing, and they felt themselves bound to 
resist it, no matter how imperfect was the 
character of their own party organization. 
Of this spirit the greedy politicians took 
advantage, and between those who, from 
unselfish motives always voted, as THap- 
DEUS STEVENS expressed it, for “‘ our d——d 


-rascal” and those who preferred that kind 


of man for what they could get from 
him the ‘‘machine” became fearfully de- 
moralized. It probably reached the climax 
of its degradation when a man of such 
high personal honor as Mr. CONKLING 
deliberately profited for his party suc- 
cesses, year after year, by “deals” with 
the Tammany of that time. The system of 
mercenaries in all the subordinate places 
in the party prevailed almost absolutely in 
the Federal service, not only in Washing- 
ton, but in all parts of the Union. It was 
exhibited to the country in its real base- 
ness in the humiliating episode of CoNK- 
LING’s attempt at forcing ‘‘recognition” 
from President GARFIELD, an_ episode 
growing wholly out of the barterin places, 
and which resulted in driving the strong- 
est man in the party into private life. 
Then came the tragedy of GARFIELD’S as- 
sassination by a lunatic office seeker. And 
finally the tremendous revolution of 1882 
in New-York, when Judge FoLGeEr, one of 
the purest men in the State, was thrown 
down because he was the representative of 
the spoils system seeking to dominate 
State politics. 

From that day to this every recurring 
election has seen the influence of the of- 
fices in determining the résult at least 
favorably diminishing. The party in pos- 
session of them was overthrown in 1884, 
and its rival then in turn in possession of 
them in 1888, and no one doubts that the 
disappointments and jealousies relating to 
patronage contribute largely, if not de- 
cisively, to that result. In 1890, again, 
the victors of 1888, after the most ener- 
getic and, as they believed, the most skill- 
ful use of the places, was more crushingly 
defeated than any party has been since the 
last feeble struggle of the old Federalists. 
In both of the recent conventions the 
avowed and shameless office seeker has 
been worsted. Itistrue that the Repub- 
lican Convention was ran by office holders; 
but, as we have already pointed out, the 
opposition was made up chiefly and 
led wholly by the most desperate 
and unscrupulous professional office bro- 
kers, animated at once by desire 
for revenge and by appetite, and it 
was disastrously defeated, routed, and 
driven from the field. In the Democratic 
Convention there was a contest on like 
lines, save that the spoilsmen were opposed 
by leaders who held no office. Indeed, the 
former faction was the only one who had 
that doubtful element of strength, and the 
showing made by HILL’s mercenaries is a 
test of itsreal value. The defeat in this 
case was still more signal, and the desper- 
ate and noisy efforts to prevent it only 
made it more conspicuous and more hope- 
less. Meanwhile, every year has seen a 
steady increase in the number and impor- 
tance of the places taken out of the range 
of the spoils system, and this progress is 
perfectly sure to go on, whichever party 
carries the election, though probably it 
will go on more rapidly under CLEVELAND 
than under HARRISON. This election will 
turn more than any other since 1872 on 
principles and policies and less on the 
question of who shall have the patronage. 








THE FIGHTS IN IRELAND. 

We have already pointed out that the 
chief obstacle to the allowance of a rea- 
sonable measure of home rule fer Ire- 
land lay not in Great Britain but in Ire- 
land itself. The division of the Irish 
Parliamentary Party during PARNELL’s 
lifetime was explicable upon sentimental 
though not on rational grounds. The man 
had been an unchallenged leader, and had 
done great things for his cougtr. and his 
cause by the mere fact of his. ership, 
for nobody before him had ever been able 
to wield the whole Irish Party. After 
his personal disgrace his leadership became 
impossible, but it wasin a manner credita- 
ble to the hearts if not to the heads of his 
fanatical followers that they were unable 
to see this or unwilling to acknowledge it. 
But since his death the division has been 
not only senseless but meaningless, from 
any public or political point of view. It 
seems to have had the result of effecting a 
moral cleavage of the Irish people, leaving 
on one side the decent and reputable part, 
who are enlisted behind Mr. McCartTuy, 
and on the other all the scalawags, the 
dynamiters,-and.the assassins and the 
“‘physical force” men, who continue to 
call themselves Parnellites, though it was 
one of PARNELL’s main claims to distinc- 
tion that he superseded and suppressed 
them. They are not very numerous, 
though they have succeeded in carrying 
one important contested election, that of 
Waterford City, since the death of Par- 
NELL. But they are active out of propor- 
tion to their numbers and they are at pres- 
ent doing a great deal of mischief to the 
Irish cause.

down several times and covered with 
bruises, and the detestation of the Parnell- 
ites was also expressed in robbing him of 
all the valuables on his person. The other 
outbreak was instigated by the speech of 
a very indiscreet priest who opposed the 
Parnellite cause, as the clergy do every- 
where throughout Ireland. This speech was 
80 irritating to the Parnellites that it is 
said that it was only the presence of 
the police that prevented fighting; and 
very likely that precaution would have 
been ineffectual if the priest had beena 
layman and the Irish reverence for his 
cloth had not protected him. The Church 
is anti-Parnellite on account of PARNELL’S 
loose living, but it is highly absurd for the 
priests to revive that issue after the man 
against whom it was raised is dead. There 
is no country in the world where the tone 
of sexual morality is higher than in. Ire- 


land, or where offenses against the family’ 


are more odious. The Parnellites stood by 
PARNELL, not on account of his intrigue 
with Mrs. O’SHxa, but in spite of it. To 
represent them as sympathizers with 
adultery is as unjust as it isirritating to 
them, even though they comprise the most 
disreputable element of the Irish popula- 
tion. The very virulence of the assault 
made upon them by the priesthood upon 
this ground tempts Irishmen who are not 
of them to join them in order to rebuke the 
interference of the Church in politics. 
Archbishop "WaLsuH has acted like a wise 
prelate and a good citizen in admonishing 
his clergy to abstain from language likely 
to provoke disorder and to do everything 
in their power to preserve the tranquillity 
of the country. 

Such an admonition is evidently needed 
by Father BEHAN, and by many other in- 
discreet and impetuous priests. The worst 
of it is that these scenes of disorder in Ire- 
land give occasion to the adversary in 
England. The Tory orators and journals 
will not fail to argue that people who can- 
not hold elections at which there is really 
no issue involved without breaking each 
other’s heads cannot be trusted to govern 
themselves, These arguments have some 
force, and the fights in Ireland will be re- 
membered by English voters long after the 
Irish fighters have forgotten all about them, 
their broken heads having healed up. Par- 
NELLis the one Irish agitator who has shown 
the power to suppress these mischievous and 
unseemly demonstrations. It isnot all to 
the credit of the Irish people that the cause 
they are engaged in, and that is so nearly 
won, should not beas effectual to induce 
self-control as was the influence of the 
leader they have lost. 











Nobody can read the account of the ap- 
pointment of a new Captain for the Park 
Police, published in our news columns, 
without being convinced that the appoint- 
ment was a job not at all creditable to the 
Commissioners. Itis prima facie evidence 
that a job is indefensible when GaLLup 
comes forward to defend it. it seems that 
COLLINS had been reduced from the grade 
of Roundsman to that of park keeper, and 
was restored to the higher grade only in 
March, made a Sergeant over the heads of 
his seniors in May, and is now appointed 
Captain of the park force. Nothing could be 
more demoralizing to the force or show its 
members more strikingly that the road to 
preferment is to be sought not by merit 
but by “pull.” A park keeper in March 
and a Captain in June is much too rapid a 
rise for the good of the service, 








HIS ENTANGLING ALLIANCES. 


CHAPTERS FROM THE HISTORY OF THE 
NEW SECRETARY OF STATE. 


From the World. 

Gen. Foster has been aptly described as ‘“‘a 
diplomat for revenue only.” He has been con- 
nected with the State Departments in various 
capacities for many years, but during almost all 
the time ne has been in receipt of retainers 
from foreign Governments maintaining lega- 
tions in Washington. That the several interests 
he has represented have clashed at various 
times there can be no doubt. The charge has 
even been made that, while Minister to a for- 


eign country, he has assisted citizens of that 
country in thelr attempts to collect claims 
against the United States. 

Gen. Foster has been well known in Wash- 
ington as counsel for the Chinese, Russian, and 
Spanish Legations, and he has also been identi- 
fied with certain Mexican interests here. He 
has made no secret of some of his connections. 
Indeed, within a year, and while employed by 
the State Department, he has appeared before 
the House Committee on Foreign Affairs to 
argue the* justice of certain Mexican claims 
against the United States. This created a de- 
cided sensation, in view of the fact that the 
State Department, through Gen. Foster, was at 
that time engaged in negotiating numerous 
reciprocity treaties with South American coun- 
tries. A trade arrangement with Mexico was 
even then in process of evolution. 


From the Morning Advertiser, (Rep.) 

In March, 1885, he resigned the Spanish mis- 
sion and returned to the United States, having 
negotiated an important commercial treaty with 
the Spanish Government. This treaty elicited 
general discussion, and was strongly opposed in 
the Senate. That body failed to confirm it, and 
it was afterward withdrawn by President Cleve- 
land for reconsideration, Some weeks after 
Gen. Foster was instructed to return to Spain 


to reopen negotiations for a modified treaty. 
This mission, however, was unsuccessful, 
Foster remained abroad but a 
few months. Of late he bas served as counselor 
for the Chinese, Spanish, and Mexican Lega- 
tions in Washington, and his entering the Cabi- 
net, it is understood, involved a considerable 
personal financial sacrifices, During the ab- 
gence of Mr. Blaine from his post, owing to ill- 
ness, Gen. Foster acted as a confidential diplo- 
matic adviser of the President. 


From the Recorder, (Rep.) 

Since establishing himself in Washington as 
an international lawyer, Mr. Foster bas been 
engaged as counsel for Spain, Mexico, China, 
and more than half of the South American re- 
publics, besides occupying a position in our own 


State Department, which has brought him an 
annual salary larger than that which he will re- 
ceive as Secretary of State. By accepting the 
Secretaryship he thus abandons a yearly in- 
come of between $25,000 and $30,000. 


From the Sun. 
Since his retirement from the regular diplo- 
matic service of the Government, Mr. Foster 
has acted as counselor for the Chinese, Spanish, 


and Mexican Legations in Washington, and his 
acceptance of the office, it is understood, in- 
volved a considerable personal financial sacri- 


fice. 


From the Herald, (Ind.) 
Mr. Foster next made Washington his resi- 
dence, and engaged in international business as

REMARKABLE BILLS PAID BY THE LO- 
CAL COMMITTEE ON THE CONVENTION, 


CnicaGo, June 30.—Before winding up its af- 
fairs the local committee having charge of the 
arrangements for the Democratic National 
Convention took occasion, through its 
Chairman, to give the National Commit- 
tee a blast in consideration of the treatment 
that had been accorded Chicago by the distin- 
guished representatives having charge of the 
destiny of the Democratic Party. The local 
Finance Committee met to-day at the Palmer 
House and practically finished its labors. 

Mr. Winston read to the committee a me- 
morial reviewing the extraordinary circum- 
stances attending the labors of the local people. 
He recited all the vexatious incidents attending 
the selection of a site and the building of 
the wigwam, not forgetting to emphasize 
that it was the demand of the National Com- 
mittee that a wigwam be constructed, it being 
claimed that the Auditorium was not large 
enough, Neither did he forget to bring 
into prominence what is known as the Canda 
calamity, it being Mr. Canda, the Treasurer of 
the National Committee, who insisted that the 
wigwam should have a canvas roof in place of 
the wooden roof provided in the plans. 

He stated that the National Committee, after 
acrimonious and disagreeable contest, made an 
allowance of 3,000 tickets to the local 
committee for the purpose of raising 
funds to pay the expenses of the con- 
vention. These tickets were sold at the rate 
of five tickets’ to the $100. The National Com- 
mittee, after the construction and o_o before 
the convention was held, made an allowance of 
1,000 tickets to the local committee for the pur- 
pose of distributing gratuitously among its 
friends in Chicago. Mr. Winston’s report con- 
tinued: 

“ The expenses ofthe convention have been extra- 
ordinary, not only unexpected to us, but unheard of 
on any previous occasion of such a charac- 
ter. Hills have been rendered and paid which 
were not called for at all by our contract 
with the National Committee, and which 
Were an outrage upon us and our citizens. These 
bills are on file with our Treasnrer and can be seen 
by any citizen who takes an interest in the matter. 
We know these bills were unjust, but preferred to pay 
them rather than have any one hereaiter claim that 
there was any lack of liberality or good faith, either 
on the part of yourcommittee or its constituents. 
No reflection is intended to be made herein upon 
Chairman Brice, who pera no bills whatever, 
or on any member of the National Committee.”’ 

The bills to which Mr. Winston refers in his 
report are somewhat amusing, and, while paid 
without a struggle, the people feel that they 
have beon greatly imposedupon. A great many 
of the imported employes received $4 a 
day for their services, in addition to 
their car fare to and from Chicago 
from whatever oint they lived. Almost 
every member of the National Committee, with 
the exception of Chairman Brice, sept in a pill 
ranging from $60 to almost $400. The bill of 
young Canda, who is a son of Treasurer Canda, 
was $380, and that of Sergeant at Arms Bright 
was $765, while Assistant Secretary Dixon got 
$436 for his services. 

In one or two instances the Chicago people 
were asked to pay bath and laundry bills of 
attachés of the National Committee.

The World’s Fair Not Bankrupt. 

WASHINGTON, June 30.—Agsistant Secretary 
Nettleton, who represents the Treasury De- 
partment in its relations to the World’s Co- 
lumbian Exposition, having had his attention 


called to a press dispatch announcing the bank- 
ruptey of the World’s Columbian Commission, 
stated that in his judgment the publication 
without the accompanying facts was mislead- 
ing and calculated to do mischief. 

Congress has hitherto appropriated a definite 
sum of money to meet the ourrent expenses of 
the National Commission, these expenses being 
chiefly in connection with the holding of occa- 
sional meetings, the traveling expenses of the 
members of the commission, and a few salaries 
at their Chicago office. During the fiscal 
year just ended these expenses have ex- 
ceeded the year’s uppropriation by a few 
thousand dollars, and certain disbursements 
necessarily await the passage of the new appro- 
priation bill now pending in Congress, The 
term “ bankruptey” has no application to the 
case, and the condition of this special appropri- 
ation has nothing to do with the finanoes of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition itself or with the 
progress of the work.

LOCKED OUT AT HOMESTEAD, 


FOUR THOUSAND MEN OUT OF WORK~ 
COMPANIES SIGNING THE SCALE. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., June 30.—The look-out at 
Homestead was formally inaugurated on the 
part of the 4,000 workmen to-day. At 10 o’clook 
they held mass meetings and appointed com- 
mittees to take charge. A resolution was passed 
haming members of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion to remain in Homestead during the trouble. 


The purpose of this is to make as good a show: 
ing as possible in the town and to be ready for 
any emergency. 

The mechanics and laborers who have been 
working were this evening met at the mill gate 
by a delegation of the Amalgamated people, 
whoin aformal speech asked them to remain 
away from the mill after to-night. The majority 
of © workers readily complied, and returned 
to get their tools. 

Regular headquarters have been opened within 
a stone’s throw of the works by the workmen, 
who are prepared for a long siege. 

During the lock-out every means possible 
will be used to preserve peace, and this end is 
desired by both the mill workers and the Car 
negie Company. The Amalgamated Associa- 
tion has sworn in twenty extra men to do 
police duty without pay, and the company has 
added a number of watchmen to protect their 
property. It is thought the latter are well 
—— and will keep a sharp lookout day and 
night. 

The trains are being watched by committees 
of the association, and there are men stationed 
all over the country at manufacturing points ta 
inform the organization here should any gang 
of workmen board the train for Homestead. 


The firm discharged all the employes at mid- 
night and notified them to report for their pay 


at the office on Saturday. By this action the 
Carnegies have forestalled the men, and by 
making ita lock-out instead of a strike have 
Placed them on the defensive. 

aoe streets are crowded, but everything is 
quiet. 

As predicted the sheet-iron manufacturers 
and the Amalgamated Association succeeded in 
settling their differences at a conference held last 
night, mutual concessions being made. The 
settlement affects about twenty-five companies 
and 10,000 men. 

Upto this evening the fron scale has been 
signed by the National Tube Works Company 
ot McKeesport, Penn.; Oliver & Roberts’s Wire 
Nail Company of Pittsburg, Illinois Iron and 
Steel Company, the Harris Forge and Iron

The steel scale has been signed by the Oliver 
Steel Company. These mills will continue in 
operation. They nee in all about 12,000 
men. The Amalgamated Association has up- 
ward of 100,000 members, and a strike in this 
district would involve nearly 50,000 men. A 
general strike would affect at least 75,000 men.

KANSAS REPUBLICANS,

CONVENTION WORK YESTERDAY WAS 
ON THE PLATFORM. 


TOPEKA, Kan., June 80.—The largest conven- 
tion-ever assembledin Kansas is the Repub- 
lican State Convention now in session here, 
there being nearly 800 delegates, with several 
thousand visitors. 

The contest for Governor is a heated one, 
much being dependent upon the outcome. Tha 
three principal candidates represent the Proht 
bitionists, the anti-Prohibitionists, and the Ke- 
publican office holders, who seek retention in 
place. 

To-night the Committees on Resolutions pre- 
sented the platform, which in brief covers the 


following points: Indorses the Minneapolig 
platform; isin favor of legislation that will pre- 
vent gambling in food products; favors 
Government control of telegraphs; fa: 
vors vigorous prosecution and _ enforce: 
ment of all laws, especially so in 
the case of the prohibitory Jaw; favors changes 
in the laws to secure improvement of country 
roads; favors amendment of assessments and 
taxation laws, 80 that all property will be as- 
sessed at its actual valuation. 

Demands a mortgage law that will provide 
for a more liberal protection of the property 
owners; favors amendment to the Constitution; 
favors the elimination of the six qualifications 
andthe enfranchisement of women; favors a 
law prohibiting employment of child 
labor; favors prohibition of private de- 
tective forces; also disapproves black: 
listing railroad employes; favors regulating 
freight rates; demands amendments to the 
inter-State commerce law 60 that it will give 
equal facilities and rights to the West with tha 
Kast, and demands the building of great entre- 
pots on the ocean and Gulf coasts. 

The woman's sufirage plank caused a bitter 
fight, which completely overshadowed the pro- 
hibition and transportation questions. ‘The 
anti-Prohibitionists were the most ardent sup- 
porters of the prohibition plank, while the oppo- 
hents were among those whe had been sup- 
posed to be Prohibitiosists. Several times the 
convention passed beyond control of the Chair- 
man, whoin his desperation finally threatened 
to clear the hall. 

When the adoption of the platform was finally 
reached there was more than an hour of dis 
ig the convention being unable to do any- 
thing. 

Finally the lobby permitted the roil to be 
called, the previous question shutting off talk. 
The resolutions were all adopted viva voce, 
except the woman-suffrage plank, upon which 
the roll was cailed, resulting in 455 yous and 
267 nays. 

After the platform had been adopted another 
resolution, advocating Federal laws for the pro- 
tection of all voters, North and South, was 
adopted. It was presented by a negro, who 
claimed that all other ‘“‘isms”’ had been adopted 
and he wished this added. 

The party commits itself again to prohibition, 
to woman suffrage, against employment of 
private detectives, in favor of Government con- 
trol of telegraph and telephones, in favor of 
regulation of railroad transportation, protec- 
tion of children and their enforced education, 
besides a few other “ isms.”

BE IS THE PROHIBITION CANDI-

ON THE FIRST BALLOT AND BY AN 
OVERWHELMING MAJORITY—HE WAS 
THE FAVORITE FROM THE START— 
A STORMY DAY’S SESSION. 


OrxcrnnaTi, Ohio, June 30.—The friends of 
oold water got plenty of the article to-day. A 
terrific downpour of rain and the all-night ses- 
sions of committees combined to give the Pro- 
hibition delegates a bedraggled appearance as 
in scattering groups they came into their Na- 
tional Convention this morning. 

The Platform Committee was still in session 
when the convention was called to order. The 
sub-committee had worked until 3 A. M., and 
thad made a report to the full committee, where 
a fight ensued overthe tariff and silver planks, 
the sub-committee also having been divided on 
those two points. The free-coinage men were 
beaten in sub-committee, and the plank as sub- 
mitted to the full committee was antagonistic 
to absolute free coinage. 

Secretary Wheeler of New-York carried his 
silver resolution through, but in fhe full com- 
mittee Editor Thompson of Ohio offered a more 
radical substitute. Mr. Thompson on the tariff 
questionsuccecded in having the Ohio Prohibition 
Party’s tariff plank adopted by the sub-commit- 
tec. It declares for a graduated income tax and 
a tariff only where foreign nations bar out our 
products, revenue to be only incidental. 

Prohibition, of course, was made as strong 
and clear cutas possible, and a liberal labomplank 
inserted, repression of monopolies demanded, one 
term of alonger period for the President fa- 
vored, arbitration as amodeof settlement of 
differences, and of Government control of trans- 
portation, with the allowance to capital of a 
fair interest on moneys actually invested. The 
aub-committes wholly ignored “ fusion’ or “no 
fusion.” 

The Bidwell following were elated over the 
result of a caucus of New-York delegates which 
Was held this morning. The caucus separated 
with the understanding that New-Yorkers 
would not present thenaime of Bascom, but that 
‘the opposition in that State to Demorest would 
start by throwing their strength to Bidwell, 

~ who, it was claimed, would receive three-fourths 
af the vote or Demorest’s own delegation. 

The Southern question broke out before the 
convention had been in session tive minutes, 
the cause being aspeech made by Mrs. Gougar 
late last night, which was largely made of a 
story about the sale of a negro child at the 
plavery auction block, the application being 
made slavery todrink. Thespsech caused in- 


dignation on the part of a number of Southern- 
ers, and at the first opportunity to-day W. W. 
Givbs of Virginla was on his feet and offered a 
resolution denouncing it. 

Miss Willard said in a speech that she favored 
@ torpedo fuse which would lift the two old par- 
ties out of existence, but she did not favor tu- 
gion of the Prohibition Party with any other 
party, and not one word of hers Lad ever been 
for fusion, though she was still willing to ac- 
cept ail aid possible from the farmers.

An increase in the volume 
of money is demanded, and no individual or 
corporation should be allowed to make a protit 
through its issue. lts volume should be fixed 
atadefinite sum per capita and made to in- 
erease with the population. 

The free and unlimited coinage of silver and 

gold is favored. 
Y Tariif should be leviéd only as a defense 
against foreign governments which levy tariif 
‘upon or bar out our products from their mar- 
kets, revenue being incidental. The residue of 
Means necessary to an economical administra- 
tion of the Government should be raised by 
levying a burden on what the people possess 
dnstead of upon what they consume. 

Speculation in margins, the cornering of grain, 
money, and products, and the formation of

Other planks urge laws for the suppression of 
the liquor tratlic, demand woman sultrage and 
lequal pay regardless of sex, demand Govern- 
ment contro! of railroads, telegraphs, and other 
public corporations; demand the further re- 
striction of immigration and the extension of 
the naturalization period; oppose acquisition of 
lands by aliens and favor forfeiture of unearned 
land grants; denounce the reign of mob law 
auddemand trial by jury for all citizens; de- 
anand one day’s rest in seven for all persons; 
favor arbitration and pensions; unequivocally 
stand by the American public school system 
and teaching in English, and oppose grants of 
mopey to sectarian schools, and denounce both 
parties for truckling to the money interests 
and to the saloens. 

The minority, composed of almost half the 
members of the Resolutions Committes, through 
Mr. Wheeler of New-York, offered the followin 
as a suvstitute for the financial and silver ap 
the tariff planks:

Mrs. Gougar demanded an opportunity to ask 
Mr. Wardwell a question, and that gentleman 
arose to meet the interrogation, but chaos was 
reigning, so thatit was only by the delegates 
becoming worn out and ceasing yelling to each 
other to keep quiet that the question could 
finally be put. 

Mrs. Goug&r, facing Mr. Wardwell, leveled 
herright arm at him and said: ‘ That there 
may be no semblance of personality in the mat- 
ter, I say that there is no manin our ranks for 
whom Ihave greater respect than Mr. Ward- 
well, but [ask, Did he make the statement that, 
as Treasurer of the Standard Oil Company, un- 
less we adopted this dominant issue, single-idea 
plank, that he would walk out of this conven- 
tion and desert the Prohibition Party ?”’ 

When the uproar that had been occasioned by 
this statement had subsided in some degree, Mr. 
Wardwell replied that he had the right to as- 
sume that Mrs. Gougar asked the question in 
good fuith, for he did not believe she would 
otherwise ask it, but before the convention, be- 
fore God and the world, he wanted to deny the 
statement. He had only one desirein his heart, 
and that was the cause of prohibition. 

Immense applause and an ovation greeted 
Mr. Wardell’s annoucnement; the tide was 
turned; the convention was with him, and it 
was seen that the spirit of harmony was in the 
ascendant. 

The disturbance ended by Bain of Kentucky 
moving the previous question and the adoption 
of the resolution. By arising vote it was aided 
to the platform, and as darkness fell over the 
hall the star of peace once again shone on the 
Prohibition Party. The platfofm as a whole 
was adopted. 

The foliowing resolutions, offered by the Rev. 
J. G. Evans of Abingdon, IL, was carried: 

Resolved, That we favor a liberal appropriation 
by the Federal jovernment for the World’s Colum- 
bian Enposition. but only on the condition that the 
sale of intoxicating liquors on the grounds Is pro- 
hibited and that the exposition be kept closed on 
Sunday. 

On motion of St. John, it was ordered that the 
convention, on reassembling at $:30 1’. M., pro- 
ceed to ballotting for candidates for President 
of the United States. 

The nominating speeches began at once at the 
opening of the evening session. Ex-Gov. St. 
John nominated Gen. John Bidwell of Cali- 
tornia. Illinois withdrew the name of David 
McCulloch, and seconded Bidwell. 

Bidwell is a giant. He is called the Prohi- 
bition Hercules of the Pacific coast. In a 
seconding speech Col. Bain said: “ Put him be- 
side Cleveland and he would tower 18 inches 
above him; put him beside the Republican 
nominee and he would hide him, hat and all.’’ 

John Russell of Michigau withdrew in Bid- 
well’s favor. New-York voted 73 for Bidwell 
to 7 for W. Jennings Demorest. John Lloyd 
Thomas madé the nominating speech for De- 
morest. ©. N. Grandison (colored) of North 
Carolina seconded Demorest. 

L. B. Logan of Ohio nominated Gideon T. 
Stewart. 

Though only three candidates were named for 
first place, the innumerable nominating and 
seconding speeches lasted until nearly mid- 
night, to the weariness of delegates and spec- 
tators. 

On the first ballot, at 11:58 P. M., Gen. John 
Bidwell of California was nominated. 

The totals, before any changes or corrections 
were made, stood 582 for Bidwell, 184 for 
Stewart, 142 for Demorest, and 3 for Bascom. 

Gen. Bidwell is a California pioneer, has been 
a Congressman, and is now a wealthy land 
owner. His nomination was greeted with a 
deafening din of cheers, whistles, and catoalis.

MORE OF A FREE-SILVER MAN 
ZHAN A DEMOCRAT. 


‘HE BOLDLY ACCUSES HIS PARTY OF 
USING THE “‘ WHIP” TO INTIMIDATE 
SENATORS—MR, STEWART IN RE- 
BELLION AGAINST HIS OWN PARTY. 


WASHINGTON, June 30,—“Go ahead and dis- 
eipline me if youdare! I'll do as I please, and 
I defy the Democratic Party!” 

This in effect was what Senator Morgan, 
(Dem., Ala.) said to the members of his party 
in the Senate this afternoon. He had already 
‘told the Democratic Senators in caucus that he 
would not be bound by the Democratic plat- 
form. He embraced the opportunity to-day to 
announce that he was still a free-coimage man, 
the platform to the contrary notwithstanding. 

It took him twenty minutes to define his 
position. If he had used the words quoted at 
the beginning of this paragraph, he could have 
saved nineteen minutes and still conveyed the 
exact idea he wished to convey. 

The Stewart Silver bill was the basis of Mr. 
Morgan’s pronunciamento, The Senate yester- 
day decided that the precious measure should 
eome toa vote to-morrow. There were but few 
Senators present when this decision was 
reacned. This afternoon, when the bill came up 
as unfinished business, Mr. Dolph (Rep., Ore- 
gon,) moved thatit be recommitted to the Com- 
minittee on Finance. This brought Mr. MoPher- 
son (Dem., N. J.,) to his feet, with an objection 
to the action of yesterday. He said that it had 
been taken in the absence of every member of 
the Finance Committee. 

He called attention tothe agreement mado 
several weeks ago that a vote on the bill should 
not be taken until all the Senators had returned 
from the conventions. Several Senators were 
still absent, he said, and ifthe vote should be 
taken to-morrow injustice would be done them. 
He, himself, desired to debate the subject; 50 
did other Senators. He should oppose the vote. 

Mr. Morgan said that this was the first time 


he had heard of a unanimous agreemont of the 
Sepate being violated by a Senator. But the 
friends of silver would not be intimidated, he 
said. They intended to pass the Stewart bill if 
possible. Threats would only make them more 

etermined. The proposition to postpone the 
yote, he said, was simply to smother the bill by 
delay. The people were not disposed to put up 
with that kind of treatment. 

“I suppose,”’ the Senator continued, “the oo- 
ercion of the nd whip has influenced the gen- 
tieman from New-Jersey.

Mr. Morgan added that the present movement 
to defeat the bill was influenced by a few men 
“who control the money power of the country”; 
but he was careful not to mention any names. 
Then he threw down the gauntlet to the Demo- 
cratic Senators who nave been trying to induce 
him to stand by the Democratic platform and 
ocase training with the enemy. 

“lam glad,” be said, ‘ that the opportunity 

is offered me to declare my thorough independ- 
ence of all coercive measures. 1 am determined 
to pursue the dictates of my judgment and of 
my conscience. Party ties or reminiscences can- 
not compel me to change my views. I would 
not do so at the beck and call of any party con- 
vention or any party candidate.” 
@lhe coercion in the present case he character- 
ized as *‘ open, flagrant, personal, wrougful, and 
unjust.” © exprossed the opinion that if the 
bill reached the House, that body would un- 
doubtedly passit. Referring to the current be- 
lief that the President would veto the Dill 
should it reach him, Mr. Morgan indulgedin a 
eulogy of Mr. Harrison and declared that he 
did not believe that ‘‘such a high-minded and 
just Executive” would use the power of his 
office to suppress legislation. If he were to in- 
dulge in auy assumption regarding the Presi- 
dent's probable course, he would assume that 
he would sign the free silver billif the oppor- 
tunity presented itself.” 

After Mr. Morgan had defined his position, 
Senator Stewart (Rep., Nev.,) took up ten min- 
utes of the Senate’s time in an effort to show 
that the bill had been before the body long 
enough to give every person so disposed an 
opportunity to speak for or against its passage. 
hie, like Mr. Morgan, laid great stress on the 
assertion that **the people” desired the bill to 
become a law. He closed with the threat that 
if the movement to ~™! the measure was suc- 
cessful Senators need look for no courtesies 
frow him in future when speedy action on 
measures was desired. 

At this point Mr. Warren (Rep., Wyoming,) 
gave notice that he wished to offer an amend- 
iment to the Stewart bill as amended, to extend 
the exclusion from the free-coinage provisions 
of the bill te ‘“‘all bullion from aby country or 
auy seurce whatever, except bullion hereafter 
produced from mines situated in the United 
States.” 

Then Senator Higgins (Rep.. Del.,) proceeded 
to attack the Silver biil and the position of 
those responsible for it. He denounced as 
false the claim that the people wished the 
bill to pass. The House of Kepresent- 
atives, he said, tae popular branch 
of Congress, elected by the people, 
refused to take up the silver question, despite 
the efforts of those most interested init. Was 
it possible that the members of the House were 
misinformed as to the attitude of their constit- 
uents? Apparently so, if the silver men were 
tu be believed. Yet the platform of both par- 
ties, adopted at Chicago and Minneapolis, con- 
tained no free-silver pianke, If the 4 were 
clamoring for free sjiver, how did it happen 
that their representatives in both parties were 
not favoring it!” 

Mr. Higgins indulged in a good deal of sar- 
casm at the expense of the silver men, which 
Mr. Morgan and Mr. Stewart did not relish as 
weil as other Senators did. The Senate tinally 
adjourned without taking any action in the 
matter. To-morrow Mr. Dolph’s motion to re- 

commit the bill will be in order. 

Mr. McPherson bas in reserve a motion to 
postpone aetion on the bill until December. 

The question is beginning to be asked by Re- 
»ublicans whether itis not about time for the 
tepublican Senators to take Senator Stewart 
to task for his attitude toward the party plat- 
form. Mr. Stewart has been fully as outspoken 
as Mr. Morgan since the Minneapolis Conven- 
tion and gives no indication that he proposes to 
submit to the mandates of the Republican Par- 
ty as expressed at Minneapolis. 

The impression seoms to be growing that Mr. 
Stewart would except the nomination of the 
People’s Party for the Presidency if it were 
tendered him, Senator Kyle (F. A., South 
Dakota,) in an interview published to-day ina 
local paper, says that Stewart is likely to be 
given the nomination, and that he feels sure he 
would not decline it. 

“I have no hesitation in saying,” Mr. Kyle 
remarked, “that Stewart stands squarely upen 
our platform.” 

The Nevada Senator has not taken the public 
into his contidence respecting the Alliance 
nowination or bis attitude toward ite platform, 
but he has not failed to show that he is opposed 
to the Republican position so far as it affects 
silver. Itis more than likely that, unless he 
goes into the People’s Party within a few days, 
he will be “called down” by the Republicans, 
who are no more anxious an the Democrats 
that their position on the silver question shall 
be misrepresented by thelr Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress. 

A Western Republican said to-day on this sub- 
ject that Senators Jopes of Nevada and Stanford 
of California might be expected to take Stewart 
in hand soon if he continued his free-silver an- 
tics. ‘“‘They are strong party men,” he said, 
“and are Willing to indorse the platform, no 
matter how much they may be disgusted with 
its financial plank. if Stewart remains a Re- 
publican you will see these Senators put the 
eurb in his mouth very soon.” 

Senator Stewart has not yet “bolted” his 
party, but he isin the humor to boitit at any 
time. Heis as determined as is Senator Mor- 

un to have a free-silver bill passed. He, said 
ast night: 

“IT hope to see a silver bill before the Presi- 
dent before the Congress adjourus. He may ap- 
prove it or veto it; at all events, I shall keep 
on. I may be nothing but irritating, but 1 can 
be irritating.” 

This is aboutall that Senator Stewart has 
said to justify the assertion that he will bolt. 
He has denounced the Republican platform on 
silver, and he declared before the Chicago Con- 
vention that the Democrats would not do any- 
thing for the silver people. To-day Senator 
Kyle of South Dakota says that Senator Stew- 
art is ready to take the third party nomination 
and that he will be the candidate of Nevada, 
which will send twelve delegates to the 
Omaha Convention instructed for Stewart. 
Senator Stewart hears these reports with a 
swile, but says nothing more deiinite than 
to repeat his assertions of loyalty to the sliver 
eause. If he should accept the nomination of 
the third party it would indicate hostility to 
the Republicans, as he would be likely to carry 
all the silver States for the Demociats by de- 
priving the Republicans of most of the votes 
oast for him. Senator Kyle is sanguine that he 
could carry several Southern States, which is 
probably a poor prediction. 


FOOD FOR PENSION SHARKS. 

A bill was passed by the House on Tuesday 
that will make the Treasury “siok” if it should 
be put through the Senate. It proposes to open 
the records of soldiers to all pension sharks, so 
as tocnable them to build up claims on small 
foundations, just to get demands for fees. 

Hitherto the Government has required an ap- 
plisant for a pension to assert a claim and 


make proof. The bill passed Tuesday will com- 
pei the Government, in self defense, to prove 
the claimant a liar or elee raise something like

THE MONETARY CONFERENCE. 

The Secretary of the Treasury had 4 con- 
ference with the President this afternoon in 
regard to the American representatives in the 
International Monetary Conference. There will 
be five of these conferences, and the selection 


is said to have been narrowed down to seven 
persons. 

One of these is Senator Jones of Nevada, 
whose appointment is practically settled. It is 
said that the President is also favorably in- 
clined to the appointment of Mr. Francis 
A. Walker of Massachusetts and Mr. H. W. 
Cannon of New-York. These three names are 
undoubtedly included in the seven under con- 
sideration. The remaining four cannot be 
stated positively, but itis believed that Sena- 
tor Carlisle, Judge Lambert Tree, and ex-Sena- 
tor Hill of Colorado are inoluded in the list. 

Secretary of the Treasury Foster said this aft- 
ernoon thatthe conference was an assured fact, 
inasmuch as every important foreign Govern- 
ment except Russia has decided to take part in 
it. The failure to hear from Russia on the sub- 
ect is attributed to the temporary absence 

rom &t. Petersburg of the Russian Minister of 
Finance. Secretary Foster said he thought the 
correspondence on the subject might be ready 
for transmission to Congress before the adjourn- 
ment.

CLEVELAND GOOD HNOUGH. 


VIRGINIA VOTERS TAKE NO STOCK IN 
THE THIRD PARTY. 


RICHMOND, Va., June 30.—The indications are 
thatthe third party will out no figure in Vir- 
ginia politics this year. The State Convention 
of that party, which met here on the 20th, elect- 
ed delegates to Omaha and put an Electoral 
ticket in the fleld. Since that time little out- 
ward interest has been manifested in the move- 
ment. 

One of the district Eléetors chosen by the State 
Convention, R. H. Rawlings of Albemarle Coun- 
ty, has not only declined to run, but has discon- 
tinued the publication of the Virginia People, a 
paper issued at Charlottesville in the interest of 


tne third party. On announcing the suspension 
of his paper, Mr. Rawlings sald: 

“In doing 80 we will promote the material and 
olitical interests of Virginia. As an individual we 
ntend to vote for Cleveland and Stevenson, declin- 
ing to goto Omaha as a delegate and to act as an 
hiector for the seventh Congressional District. The 
November election will deciae the question of the 
Force billand negro rule ip our State, and one vote 
may decide the result. By November both of these 
parties (People’s aud Prolibitionist’s) will see the 
trend of their political action and return to the old 
patties. We believe that hundreds of white Re- 
ublicans wiil vote the Democratic ticket, as wo 
ave heard them denounce this bill frequently in 
Albemarie.” 

The retirement of Mr. Rawlings leaves ex-At- 
torney General James G. Field the only polli- 
tician in his immediate section in active afiilia- 
tion with the new movement. It is believed 
that before the Omaha Convention meets many 
others in Virginia now identitied with the 
People’s Party willannounce their allegiance to 
the nominees of Chicago and express the deter- 
mination to support the Democratic platform. 
J. Taylor Ellyson, the late Chairman of 
the Democratie State Committee and one 
of the best-informed politicians in Virginia, 
predicts that the Democrats will carry this 
State by a majority ranging from 10,000 to 
40,000. The third party will cut no figure, he 
thinks, in this or any other Southern State. 
Basil B. Gordon, the Chairman of the State 
Committee, concours in this, 

About 20 of the 48 delegates elected from 
Virginia to the convention left this afternoon 
for Omaha. The party leaders here are endeay- 
oring to make the people believe the new move- 
ment will cut some figure in Virginia this year. 
Some of the most conservative as well as ablest 
Alliance wen in the State have already indicat- 
ed an unwillingness to cut loose from the De- 
mocracy in this great contest. 

They say that with the Force-bill issue before 
them, nothing remains for them to do but ad- 
here to old party lines. Col. Robert Beverly of 
Foquier, Whose name is mentioned among the 
possibilities for Vice President on the People’s 
Party ticket, claims to be the “father” of the 
farmer’s movewenpt in this State. Ho was a 
Confederate commissary during the war and 
had control of the butchering of beef for a por- 
tion of the army of Northern Virginia. The Col- 
onel is now, as he was then, one of the biggest 
farmers in this State. 

Another prominent figure among the third- 
party leaders here who is expected to be at 
Omaha is Gov. fam H. Newbury of Bland 
County. He isa tail, gaunt man of sixty-tive. 
He headed the revolt of the Readjuster mem- 
bers of the Virginia Legislature against Mahone 
at the session of 1881 and 1882, and gained the 
title of the Mountain Demosthenes. 

C. H. Pierson, the editor of the Virginia Sun, 
the organ of the third party in this State, and 
others of its Jeaders, say that they expect to 
nominate candidates for Congress in each of 
the ten districts in the State. Under no circum- 
stances could the order have possibly polled 
more than 20,000 votes. 

With the issues now before the country, the 
Democrats are certain that the strength of the 


movement will dwindle down to an almost in-.

PEOPLE’S PARTY PLATFORM 


— 
IT HAS BEEN ALRBADY AGREED 
UPON AT OMAHA. 


AN EFFORT IS TO BE MADE TO HAVE 
A CONVENTION WITHOUT DISAGREE- 
ABLE FRICTION—GRESHAM WILL 
NOT BE MENTIONED FOR PRESIDENT. 


OMAHA, Neb., June 30.—The People's Party 
will meet in national convention at 10 o’clock 
Saturday morning. The delegates are already 
beginning to arrive, and there are indications 
that the natal day of the Republic—the Fourth 
of July—will witness the birth of a great 
political party which is to be a menace to the 
old organizations which have so long striven 
for supremacy in the Nation. 

There is not the slightest evidence of diséord 
in any direction, and there seems a general re- 
solve all around to make this convention a har- 
monious gathering, at which is to be firmly ce- 
mented into one symmetrical whole all the 
heterogeneous elements that go to make up 
those various political and industrial orders, 
and have heretofore refused to assimilate into 
any great political organization. 

At the first day’s session the only business to 
be transacted will be the perfecting of the tem- 
porary organization and the announcement of 
the committees. The rival political organiza- 
tions who have hoped that the People’s Party 
would divide over questions of principle and 
not be able to agree upon acommon platform of 
declarations will be surprised to know that the 
People’s Party platform is already practically 
agreed upon. 

The leaders have been in constant corre- 
spondence for months past, and it is tacitly 
agreed that the St. Louis platform of Feb. 22 
shall be taken as a basis, and that the only ex- 
traneous matter to receive consideration will be 
the denunciation of the Force bill, the demand 


for a broader reciprocity than is offered by Re- 
publicanism, and the condemnation of the re- 
cent State bank plank adopted at the National 
Democratic Convention. 

The platform which Chairman Taubeneck of 
the National Executive Committee has in 
his pocket this evening, and which Mr. Weaver, 
Ignatius Donnelly, Congressman Watson, Jerry 
Simpson, and the other leading spirita of the 
party agree shall be adopted as the war ory of 
the coming campaign, is as follows: 

first—We demand a national currency, safe, sound, 
and flexible, issued by the General Government only, 
a full legal tender for all debts, public and private, 
and that without the use of banking corporations; 
just, equitabie, and eflicient means of distribution, 
direct to the people, at a tax not exceeding 2 per 
cent, to be provided, as set forth in the Sub-Treas- 
ury plan of the Farmers’ Alliance, or some better 
system, also by payments in discharge of its obliga- 
tions for publie improvement. 

We dewand free and unlimitea coinage of silver. 

We demand that the amountof circulating medium 
be speedily increased to not less than $60 per capita. 

We demand a graduated income tax. 

We belicve that the money of the country should 
be kept as much as possible in the hands of the peo- 
ple, and hence we demand thatall State and nation: 
al revenue shall be limited to the necessity of the 
— economically and honestly adminis- 

ere 

We demand that postal savings banks be estab- 
lished by the Government for the safe deposit of the 
earnings of the people, and to facilitate exchange. 

Second—The. land, including all the natural re- 
sources of wealth, is the heritage of ali the people, 
and should not be monopolized for speculative pur- 
poses, and alien ownership of land should be pro- 
hibited. All land now held by railroads and other 
corporations in excess of their actual needs, and all 
lands now owned by aliens should be claimed by 
the Government and held for actual settlers only. 

// trd—Transportation being a means of exchange 
and a public necessity, the Government should own 
and operate the railroads in the interest of the pev- 
ple. ‘The telegraph and telephone, like the Bost 
Otlice system, being a uecessity for the transmission 
of news, should be owned and operated by the Goy- 
ernment in the interest of the people 

In addition to the above there will be a plank 
which is expected to frustrate the herculean etf- 
forte that are being exerted by the Democratic 
leaders in the South to reclaim their fellows 
from the People’s Party ranks. This plank will 
be a denunciation of the Kepublican Force bill, 
and it will be as ringing and as emphatic as the 
arraignment by the Democratic National Con- 
vention a week ayo. 

‘The leaders of the independent party having 
given this subject most careful consideration, 
bave weighed its effect in all ite details, and 
they announce to-night that the die is cast, that 
the Force bill of the Kepubliean Party will be 
denounced as an unwarranted, dangerous, and 
unconstitutional interference in State elections. 

The apnouncewent of Chairman Taubenevk 
of the National Committee tuat he favors such 
a plankis regarded as practioally settling the 
matter, as Taubeneck, being a Northern man 
and of past Republican affiliations, would be 
naturally expected to oppose the declaration if 
opposition were to be encountered. But Mr. 
Taubeneok is one of the warmest advocates of 
the plank, and says it means the Electoral votes 
of tive Southern Statos for the People’s Party’s 
Presidential candidate, 

The Force billis the last bugbear by which 
the Democrats of the South are striving to 
frighten the People’s Party men into the Demo- 
cratic ranks. He does not fear any injurious 
eifect in the North from an arraignment of the 
Force bill, because he says the Western States, 
where the People’s Party are the strongest in 
the North, have always been opposed to the 
Force bill. 

In addition to condemning the Foree Bill, the 
platform will also indorse the Australian Ballot 
law, a8 a needed reform in all the States. 

Half a dozen prominent leaders of the great 
independent movement are freely discussed, 
but no one has yet arrived upon the ground, 
and none is making the slightest effort for that 
great honor which any man might covet. 

There will be no headquarters for the recep- 
tion of uneommitted or umpledged delegates, 
and the badges which were so conspicuous at 
the recent Republican and Democratic Convyen- 
tions as expressing we igae | tothe personal can- 
didate of the delegate will be unknown in this 
independent convention. 

The only emblem that adorns the breasts of 
the delegates is a little metal badge worn in 
the buttonhole, and bearing tne inscription, 
“The spy Party.” The sélection of a candi- 
date is to be the last work of the convention, and 
the choice is to be made after calm and mature 
deliberation. The magic of but one name is 
sullicient to take this convention by storm, and 
that name will never be mentioned within the 
precinets of the Coliseum if the wishes of this 
xreat popular American are to be respected. 

alter Q. Gresham of Indiana could have the 
nomination by the merest signal of assent, but 

e has forbidden his friends to allow his name 

o be mentioned in this connection, and his 
friends are sq loyal that they are disposed to 
accept his wishes as their law.

RAFELSON BROTHERS CLEAN 
THEIR PLACE AND DISAPPRAR. 


Rafelson Brothers, manufacturers of cloth 
eaps at 131 Bleecker Street, are reported to 
have disappeared from their place of business, 
owing a considerable amount to their oreditors. 
The exact sum is net known, butis estimated at 
from $5,000 to $14,000. 

Creditors have been looking for the brothers 
for a week, but say they have not been able to 
find them. The doors of their lofts have been 
clesed and everything of value appears to have 
been removed. Tenants of the building say the 


Stock and machines were removed in about 
three hours 4 week ago. Before clearing out, it 
is said, Rafelson Brothers sold considerable 
stock for cash below cost and also gave a bill of 
sale on the fixtures to B. Rosenberg. 

A month ago this firm was brought into publio 
notices by a report which appeared in some of 
the papers that a creditor had replevined some 
of their stock, Rafelson Brothers indignantly 
denied the report, saying that it referred to 
another firm in the same building. On May 24 
they stated to Bradstreet’s that they had a 
stock of $10,000, outstandings $4,000, and in 
bank $200, making assets of $14,200, against 
liabilities of $5,000, for merchandise. 

The firm started May 1, 1890, with a claimed 
capital of $800, and, according to its statement, 
run up the capital to $9,200 in two years. The 
brothers claim to have made considerable 
money last season, but this season, it was said, 
business had not been good. The firm was 
composed of Abraham and Jacob Rafelson. 

Henry Gottgetreu, attorney for M. L. 2 
litz & Son, the largest creditors, whose claim is 
over $3,000, said yesterday that he had been 
unable to tina the RKaielsons, and, as near as he 
eould learn, they owed between $10,000 and 
$14,000. How they got so much credit he 
could not comprehend. He found some goods 
which had been seoreted, and these he re- 
pievined. 

Relatives were trying to make a settlement 
for the brothers, the lawyer said, but their offer 
had been declined. He added that the brothers 
had cleaned out everything, disposed of all their 
assets, and even given a bill of sale on the safe 
anda desk. Creditors believe that the Rafel- 
2008 are still in the city.

RUN DOWN BY THE TRAVE| 


STORY OF THE BIG STEAMER’S 
COLLISION IN THE FOG. 


TOE FRED W. TAYLOR CUT COMPLETELY 
IN TWO—ALL THE CREW SAVED 
BUT TWO—CAPT. HULBERT DECLINES 
TO PLACE THE BLAME, 


Lonpon, June 30.—The North German Lloyd 
steamer Trave, Capt. Reimkasten, from New- 
York June 21, for Bremen, arrived at South- 
ampton early this morning. She had on board 
Capt. E. F. Hulbert of the British ship Fred B. 
Taylor, from Havre May 12, for New-York, and 
nineteen of the crew of that vessel. 

The Trave reported that she was in collision 
with the Fred B. Taylor on June 22 in latitude 
40° north, longitude 69° west. The saoccident 
occurred at 6 o'clock in the morning during a 
heavy fog. The Taylor was 80 badly damaged 
that it was presumed on board the Trave that 
she sank shortly afterward. 

The chief officer of the Taylor was crushed to 
death, and Capt. Hulbert, who was on deck at 
the time, had his legsinjured. Quite a heavy 
g0a Was running, and when the Trave lowered 
her boats to go to the rescue of the imperiled 
men oil was used to prevent the seas combing. 
The Trave was hauled up to windward of the 
wreck and her boats were thus under her lee in 
going down to the wreck. The use of the oil 
facilitated the work of rescue. 

The passengers on the steamer had been 
aroused by the shock of the collision, and near- 
ly all of them were on deck. The Trave’s car- 
penter at once sounded her wells, and when it 
was found that she was making no water the 
excitement among tho passengers subsided, and 
every One watched the manning and lowering 
of the small boats with the most intense inter- 
est. 

The lashings of the tarpaulins were hastily 
cut away, the falls were manned, the boats lifted 
from the chocks, the davits swung out, and their 
crews took their places in perfect order. There 
was noconfusion. Every man knew his place, 
and the moment the boats struck the water the 
fails were cast off, the boats shot awayin the 
direction of the wreck, and were soon lost to 
sightin the fog. They were gone but a short 
time when they returned witb Capt. Hulbert 
and nineteen of the crew, including the stew- 
ardess. 

A representative of the Associated Press had 
an interview with one of the survivors of the 
accident. He says that when the Taylor was at 
a point 260 miles from New-York a dense fog 
set in. Suddenly at about 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing a huge steamer, which it was afterward 
learned was the Trave, crashed into the Tay- 
lor. Capt. Hulbert was onthe bridge at the 
time, and one watch was below. Among the 
watch below was Mr. Woodley, the chief of- 
Lie was crushed to death at the moment 
The carpenter of the Taylor 


ficer. 
ofthe collision. 
was drowned. 

The Trave immediately hove to and lowered 
her boats, which pulled down to the Taylor and 
took off the remainder of hercrew. The stew 
ardess, the only woman on board the Taylor, 
Was thrown into the sea at the time of the col- 
lision, and when she was rescued by the crew 
of one of the Trave’s boats she was nearly 
drowned. 

The officers and crew of the Taylor had no 
time to attempt to save any of their effects. 
They brought from the wreck nothing but 
the working clothes they atood in. Better cloth- 
ing was supplied to them by the Captain of the 
Trave. 

Just before the Trave arrived at Southamp- 
ton a meeting of the passengers was held in the 
saloon. Col. Mitchell presided. Resolutions 
were adopted highly commending the officers 
and crew of the Trave for placing their lives in 
danger to save the lives of those on the Taylor. 

The Trave was only slightly damaged about 
the bows. The damage was so little that it was 
repaired on the voyage. 

The Trave was goiug at full speed when she 
dashed into the Taylor. She struck the ship 
amidships and out her compietely in two. 

Another report of the loss of the Fred B. 
Taylor says that the Trave cut her way right 
through the middle of the ship, half of her 
failing to starboard and the other half to port. 
So sudden was the disaster that Chief Officer 
Woodley did not have time to escape from his 
berth. Heonly joined the vesse! on May 7, a 
few days before she sailed from Havre. He had 
been sent from Liverpool t6 fill the position of 
firet mate aboard her. 

The carpenter who was thrown overboard by 
the shock of the collision and drowned was a 
Russian Finn. 

In an interview with the representative of the 
Associated Press the steward of the Taylor said 
it was fortunate that the ship was built of 
wood. Had she been aniron vessel every soul 
aboard of her would have been drowned. As it 
Was, when the vessel was cut in half the two 

arta stood upright in the water as the ballast 
n the holds emptied itself in the sea. This gave 
the rescuers from the rave time to reach the 
wreck. 

Capt. Hulbert to-day said thatit was impos- 
sible to determine where the fault lay, if any 
one was at fault. 

Mr. Chase of Boston, a passenger on the 
Trave, says: “There were few passengers on 
deck at the time of the collision. The ladies 
were slightly nervous, but the passengers be- 
low were not alarmed and scarcely realized 
whathadhappened. The steamer cut through 
the vessel like a knife cutting cheese. The 
crew was in perfect discipline. The first of- 
ticer was in command. 

“The Trave entered the fog bank at a good 
speed. The moment the vessel was seen the 
Trave's helm was starboarded. The Trave 
struck the vessel a slanting blow mee abaft the 
ballast and cut through the cabin toward the 
stern. Oniy seven seconds elapsed between the 
sighting and the cutting down of the vessel. 
When the fog lifted, the stern of the vessel 
had disappeared. The fore part of the wreck 
Was seen forsome time, The crew of the vessel 
was all forward. After the reseue had been 
effected the fog again inelosed the wreck. 


The agents of the Trave in this city had to 
answer many anxious inquiries yesterday from 
persons who had friends or relatives on board 
that veasel. The inquirers were reassured by 
advices which the agents had received which 
stated that nove of the Trave’s passengers was 
injured by the collision with the Taylor, and 
that all had beén safely landed in Southampton. 

According to a report brought yesterday by 
the steamship Spaarndam, the wreck of the 
Taylor is stilla menace to navigation, as it is 
drifting directly in the track of commerce, The 
Spaarndam sighted the after part of the Taylor 
June 29 in latitude 40° 23’, longitude 69° 07’. 
The wreck was so far submerged that only the 
White rail on the quarter deck was visible.

FIGHTING CHOLERA IN ASIA. 


RUSSIAN AND TURKISH PROVINCES AF- 
FLICTED WITH THE SCOURGE. 


BT. PETERSBURG, June 30.—The administra- 
tions of the towns in the Asiatic provinces of 
Russias are taking energetic measures to cope 
with the cholera. The municipal authorities of 
Tasbkend have obtained medical appliances and 
disinfectants from St. Petersburg and insti- 
tuted two sanitary boards to superintend the 
Russian and Asiatic parts of the town. 

At Tiflis the municipal authorities have voted 
46,000 robles for sanitary purposes. They 
have also resolved to give a pension of 600 
robles to the families of all doctors who die 
from cholera. Thousands of copies of printed 
precautions which the inhabitants are ordered 
to adopt have been distributed in Samarcand, 

The police of Sebastopol refuse to issue pass- 
ports to pilgrims wishing to travel A strict 
watch iskept upon all veasele arriving at the 

ort. 

Dispatches received here in reference to the 
progress of the cholcra epidemic say that fifty- 
one fresh cases vf the disease and thirty-one 
deaths of stricken persons have ocourred in the 
Transcaspian country in tive days. 

The dispatches aleo say that forty-eight new 
cases and thirty-cicht deaths were reported in 
Baku on Sunday last. The town is described as 
being in a deplorably filthy condition and with- 
out the least pretence of sanitary arrangements. 
In the face of the spread of the terrible scourge 
the authorities have at last awakened to a sense 
of taking some action looking to the abatement 
of the malady, and bave ordered the immediate 
adoption of sanitary measures. These orders, 
however, are only being executed in a very 
dilatory manner. 

Other advices received here are to the effect 
that cholera has appeared in the vicinity of 
Bagdad, Asiatic Turkey.

“PROTECTION” VOTED DOWN. 


ACTION OF THE CONGRESS OF CHAMBERS 
OF COMMERCE IN LONDON. 


Lonpon, June 30.—The second ballot on the 
amendment proposed by Sir Charles Tupper, 
Canadian High Commissioner to England, to 
the resolution submitted by Mr. Medley to the 
Congress of the Chambers of Commerce of the 
empire, resulted to-day in the final defeat of 
the amendment. 

At the first day’s session of the congress Mr. 
Medley offered a resolution declaring that a 
fiscal uni6n between Great Britain and her 
colonies by preferential duties, being based 
on protection, would be politically dangerous 
aud commercially disastrous, and that the ar- 
rangement that would best conduce to an in- 
timate commercial union wouid be for the self- 
governing colonies to adopt, as closely as ocir- 
cumstances will permit, the non-protective 
polioy of Great Britain. 

Sir Charles Tupper’s proposed amendment to 
this resolution declared that a small differential 
duty should be adopted by Great Britain and 
her colonies against foreign imports. 

When the amendment came up yesterday it 
was defeated by a vote of 79 to 34. Sir Charles 
challenged the vote, and accordingly it was de- 
cided to have another ballot on the amendment. 
The second ballot was taken this morning and 
the amendment was again defeated, the vote 
standing 33 in favor to 55 against. 

The next resolution discussed was one offered 
by Mr. William Priest of the Birmingham Cham- 
ber of Commerce, declaring: 

“Thatin the opinion of this Congress itis expedient 
that practical arrangements should, if possible, be 
devised to secure closer commercial union between 
the mother country and her colonies and depend- 
encies.”’ 

The resolution was adopted. The resolution 
submitted by Mr. Neville Lubbook of the Lon- 
don Chamber of Commerce was taken up and, 
after discussion, adopted. This resolution was: 

“That a commercial union on the basis of free 
trade, as within the British Empire, would tend to 
promote its permanence and prosperity.” 

The next resolution adopted was one offered 
by Mr. 8. B. Boulton, Chairman of the London 
Conciliation Board and a member of the London 
Chamber of Commerce. It read: 

“That the frequent recurrence of labor disputes 
has caused and is causing great damage to the com- 
mercial and manufacturing interests of the empire; 
thatit is extremely desirable,in the best interests 
both of employers and employed, that the reaajust- 
ment of the rates and condition of labor, which frum 
time to time are inevitable, shouid be brought about 
withont the wasteful and oalamiteus results )ro- 
ceeding from strikes and lock-outs, and that this 
congress strongly recommends the formation of 
properly-constituted boards of labor conciliation and 
arbitration in all important centres of industry and 
commerce throughout the empire.” 

Tn an interview to-day with the London rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press, Mr. J. X. 
Perrault, President of the Montreal Chamber of 
Commerce, said: ‘‘ We have every reason to be 
satistied with the vote defeating Sir Charles 
Tupper’s amendment to Mr. Medley’s motion. 
The majority against the amendment was 
amaller than was expected. The system of pre- 
ferential duties will yet be adopted.”

GERMAN SAILORS CAUSE A RIOT. 


A DRUNKEN BRAWL THAT MAY END IN 
INTERNATIONAL COMPLICATIONS. 


MADRID, June 30.—A drunken sailors’ row 
which occurred at San Sebastian, a seaport 
town on the Bay of Biscay, caused a small riot 
at that place. 

Some of the crew of the German ship Bertha 
atthat port had been allowed liberty, which 
they took advantage of by visiting the various 
sailors’ resorts in the town and getting drunk. 
When they returned to their ship they were in 
&@ quarrelsome mood, andin a very short time 
they became involved in a fight among them- 
selves on the quay, in which pocket knives were 
drawn and freely used. 

The watchman onthe quay interfered to re- 
store peace among the men, but the fighters 
turned on him and stabbed him in the head with 
aknife. A number of people had been attracted 
by the fighting and wheu they saw the watch- 
man stabbed they made an attack upon the Ger- 
mans. The latter defended themselves with 
their knives and severely wounded several of 
the attacking party. The quay was covered 
with the blood of the wounded men. 

The Civil Guard was called upon to quell the 
disturbance, and when they appeared the Ger- 
mans fied. They were pursued to the water's 
edge by the Civil Guard, but managed to get 
aboard their ship without being captured. Once 
aboard the Bertha, which was lying only ashort 
distance fromthe quay, the sailors continued 
the fightfrom her deck, throwing all sorts of 
missiles at the crowd on the quay. 

Amongi the crowd was the commandant of 
the artillery at San Sebastian, who was hit with 
a warlin spike and badly wounded. The crowd 
were now fearfully enraged, and made an at- 
tack on the Bertha, with the object of getting 
the sailors and lynching them. 

The German Consul andthe port authorities 
were summoned, and, after considerable par- 
leying, they succeeded in quieting the rioters. 
They only succeeded in doing so, however, by 
promising that the sailors should be arrested 
and tried before a Spanish tribunal. Armed 
boats now surround the Bertha’s anchorage. 


MERCHANTS ACCUSED OF FORGERY. 


HEAVY BAIL OFFERED FOR THE PRIS- 
ONERS, BUT REFUSED. 


Lonpon, June 30.—C. A. Beyts and G. C. 
Grant, merchants, were arraigned in the Guild- 
hall to-day op the charge of forging bills of 
lading with intent to defraud the Chartered 
Mercantile Bank of India. 

Bail in the sum of £100,000 was offered, but 
it was refused and the prisoners were remanded. 

Messrs. Beyts and Grant had been trading 
under the name of Beyts, Craig & Co., steam- 
ship owners and merchants, and had suspended.

ITALY’S PROSPEROUS RECORD. 

Rome, June 80.—The value of merchandise 
imported into Italy during the first five months 
of this year was 50,218,000 lire less than for 
the corresponding period of 1891, while the ex- 
ports for the same period were 54,783.000 lire 
more, making in the aggregate the balance of 
trade forthe period 105,001,000 lire less un- 
favorable to the country. 

This favorable showing is reflected in the in- 
creased market value of Italian bonds, and is 
the direct result of the favorable crops of the 
pasttwo years and of the recent reciprocity 
treaties arranged with Germany and Austria- 
Hungary.

THE NINTH’S FINE SHOWING 


—— 
SOME OF THE BEST WORK SEEN AT 
THE STATE CAMP. 


HONORS ALSO WON BY THE FIRST PRO- 
VISIONAL BATTALION—“BATTALION- 
IN-ACTION”’ DRILL—MOUNTED PA- 
RADE OF CEREMONY. 


PEEKSKILL, June 30.—A southerly wind and 
a cloudy sky contributed to the comfort of the 
early-morning drills on this, the last but one of 
the working days of the current tour of the 
Ninth Regiment and the First Provisional Bat- 
talion atthe Stave Camp of Instruction. Like 
all the exercises which had preceded them, 
those of this morning were practical and pro- 
gressive. 

The commands of Col. Seward and of Capt. 
Yates had gone through with the prescribed 
course in the School of the Company and of the 
battalion and were prepared to‘enter upon the 
more advanced stages of the ‘“‘ extended order.” 
For an hour before breakfast the company units 
were drilled assiduously in the practical appli- 
cation of the Principles of the Soldier anda the 
Skirmisher in Action in accordance with the 
“fighting’’ tactics formulated by the Board of 
Tactical Revision, which combine all that is 
best and most available in the systems of field 
warfare of the European armies. 

Following breakfast call and the hearty en- 
joyment of the excellent meal set before the 
troops by State Caterer Windholz came the 
opening ceremony of the day, a@ pretty guard 
mounting, with the exception that not enough 
attention was paid to the principles of the 
‘“‘turn’’ in the passage in review on the part of 
the platoon composed of Ninth Regiment de- 
tails. In the matter of marching, and par- 
ticularly in respect of getting away from the 
old-time ‘‘ wheel,” as prescribed by the new 
drill regulations, the separate-company contin- 
gent of the guard proved decidedly the super- 
ior of the regiment. The relieving of the old 
by the new guard was handsomely accom- 


plished, and the duties of the sentries were 
afterward awe gen in unexceptionable style. 

The guard was formed by Lieut. C. A. Meyer, 
Acting Adjutant of the Second Battalion, and 
Sergt. Major W. H. Van Vieck of the Ninth, 
Capt. William £. Penney and Second Lieut. 
William H. Ehrman of the regiment being the 
Officer of the Day and the supernumerary olti- 
cer, respectively, and First Lieut. Calvert K. 
Mellen of the Forty-second Separate Company 
the Officer of the Guard. 

For the chief drill of the day the regiment was 
formed in asingie battalion of six companies, 
for the illustration of and instruction in the 
work of ‘the battalion in action.” The regi- 
ment was divided into three battalions of two 
companies each, commanded, respevtively, by 
Major Japha, Capt. Lorigan, and Capt. Walton, 
the battalion proper being under the command 
of Lieut. Col. Rand. The east parade was the 
scene of the operations, which proved highly 
entertaining and instructive. 

The tiret and third of the two-company bat- 
talions were disposed by Col. Kand as attack- 
iug forces, the second or Interior battalion con- 
stituting the reserves. The operations, 
folluwing a few preliminary manwuvres, to 
steady the troops and enable the instructors to 
correct some winor errors and wmisapprelen- 
sions on the part of the active participants in 
the fray, comprehended advances by com- 
panies, platoons, sections, and squads, these 
in turn being followed by the deployment of 
lines of skirmishers and the reinforcement of 
the lines oy the bringing up of the reserves on 
** the double,” the whole ending with the sound- 
iug of ‘To the charge!” and a mad “rush” of 
the men of the Ninth, in the course of which 
they scrambled up the “ Point of Rocks” and 
drov> the inoffensive spectators who were view- 
ing the battle from the bluff into the shelter of 
the woods at the point of the bayonet. 

There were, of course, the attendant “ firings,”’ 
volley and file, by the companies and their 
several units, and by the skirmishers; but as 
these were merely simulated, the action did not 
parta*e of the realistic character which is likely 
to atteud the undertaking of a similar nature 
scheduled for to-morrow, and for which Col. 
Joseph G. Story, the post Quartermaster, has 
supplied the troops with several thousand 
rounds of blank ammunition, warranted to make 
the loudest kindof u report and all the noise 
desired, since each cartridge contains seventy 
grains of powder. 

As a whole, and in detail, the operations of 
the officers and men of the regiment were warm- 
ly commended by the regular army officers and 
the post officials. In the matter of detail a 
single point of the utmost importance deserves 
to be particularly recognized. As already 
puinted out in this correspondence, the unit 
which constitutes the basis of the new drill 
regulations is the ** squad,” or a group of seven 
privates and a Corporal, who is the leader of 
the squad. 

That the men ofthe Ninth have grasped this 
fact and appreciate the immensity of ite im- 
portance was shown by the circumstance that, 
in the rallies or assew biies following the rushes, 
the groups maintained theirintegrity and found 
their proper places in the company as a unit, 
following closely the movemeuts and directions 
of their respective leaders. If nothing more 
than this single point had been gained, the tour 
of the regiment would have paid for all the out- 
lay attending the ocoupancy of tbe military 
post by Col. Seward’s command this season. 

But that more than this result has been ac- 
complished was shown at the school for com- 
missioned oflicers held this afternoon, and the 
last session of that helpful adjunct during the 
current tour, when Col. Phisterer went out of 
his way to express his gratification at “ the im- 
mense strides nade by the Ninth Regiment in 
the last few years, and particularly during the 
present week, which had proved one of the 
most productive in the history of the State 
Camp of Instruction.” Col. Phisterer is usually 
chary of commendation, and the unlooked-for 
compliment conveyed in his assurances was the 
more heartily appreciated in consequence. 

While the regiment was mancwuvring under 
Yhe eye of the officials in Luxury Row, Capt. 
Yates’s superb battalion was pegging away at 
corresponding exercises on the ecaet parade 
under the watchful oversight of Major Stacpole. 
The First Provisional owes a great deal to the 
painstaking instruction of the junior field 
officer of the Tenth Battalion, Albany. Just be- 
fore the current tour began Adjt. Gen. Porter, 
the post commander, who was on tho field all 
through this morning’s operations, told Major 
Stacpole that he wanted him ‘to stick to Capt. 
Yates and his battalion closer than a brother.” 
And Major Stacpole has carried out the post 
commander's instructions to the letter. There 
has been nothing but admiration for the show- 
ing made by the separate companies through- 
out the tour. 

The storm which threatened while the troops 
were at battalion drill did not break until din- 
ner time, and then the smart shower which fell 
only had the effect of clearing the atmosphere 
and putting everything in the best possible 
nee for the evening parade. 

The single exciting incident of the — 
which relieved the stated routine of work, drill, 
and recreation, waa the arrest of a sixteen-year- 
old boy who had made his way here from Syra- 
couse, and had been hanging around for some 
days ostensibly as a bovtblack.

On the principle that whatever is worth doing 
is worth doing well, Adjt. Gen. Porter directed 
the Chief of Ordnance to furnish four additional 
Lorses to the outfit of the post, sothat allthe fleld 
officers of the regiments and the battalions oc- 
cupying the Camp of Instruction, together with 
the Adjutants of the same, might be mounted 
on occasions of drill and ceremony. Through 
this wise provision the first mounted parade of 
ceremony known to the encampment since it 
was constituted a military post in 1886, was 
held this evening. It was under the command 
of Col. Seward, who was attended, as staff, 
by Assistant Surgeon Thompson. The for- 
mation was in line of masses, the regiment 
parading two battalions of four companies 
of twenty files each, and the battalion four 
companies of twenty-four files. No ceremony 
seen on this ground has surpassed that of to- 
night in point of impressiveness and military 
interest. The only incongruity was the circum- 
stance of the Acting Adjutant of the second 
battalion of the regiment parading dismounted, 
owiug to the fact of his horse having run away 
and disappeared dvwn the Annsville road on 
being brought to quarters just previous to the 
Adjutante’ call for the battalion formations.

BETTER BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


__>+— 
SHOWN BY THE RECORD OF FAILURES 
FOR THE LAST SIX MONTHS. 


According to figures furnished by Bradstreet’s 
the number of failures taxing place in the 
United States in the first half of 1892 (South 
Dakota excepted) was 5,351, or 686 less than 
the number for the corresponding period of last 
year. Aggregate debts of traders failing in the 
six months just completed make a like showing, 
amounting to only $56,535,521, which is less 
than for any similar period since the first half 
of 1887, and less than for any similar half year 
since 1882, except in 1886 and 1887. The total 
assets amounted to $28,935,106, which is less 


than any previous aggregate since 1882 except 
for six months of 1886 and 1887. 

A8 an indication of improved commercial con- 
ditions throughout the country, a tabulated 
statement is printed in Bradstreet's, showing 
thatinthe first half of 1890 there were 78 
business failures in the United States in 
which liabilities were in excess of $100,000, 
with liabilities aggregating $21,332,000. Ina 
like portion of 1891 the total number of such 
failures was 138, and of liabilities $48,411,089, 
more than twice a8 much agin the firet half of 
1890. In the last six months, however, the 
number of failures with liabilities in excess of 
$100,000 was 83, and the total Mabilities were 
only $18,422,462, less than 40 percent. of the 
total abilities for six months of 1891 and 90 
per cent. of the total for a like portion of 1890. 

In the six New-England States the total num- 
ber of failures was almost exactly the same as 
in the first half of 1890, while total Habilities 
decreased fully 30 per cent. In the four Mid- 
dle States there was a slight decreasein the 
number of failures this year, while the falling 
off in debts of failing traders was about 50 per 
cent. 

A similar showing is made with regard to the 

eight Western States, where the number of 
commercial and industrial embarassments fell 
away 265, or 2 per cent., as compared with 
the first half of 1891, while the decrease in ag- 
gregate liabilities was 42 per cent. 

In seven Northwestern States business fail- 
ures decreased 196, or about 33 per cent., but 
total liabilities were actually larger than in the 
first half of 1891, due primarily to heavy losses 
in connection with banking and insuranee fail- 
ures in Minnesota and the mining and clothing 
embarrassments in Montana. 

There was a considerable improvement in the 
Southern States. There were 91 failures less in 
thirteen States and inthe District of Columbia 
in the last six mouths thanin a like portion of 
last year, adecrease of & percent. Total lia- 
bilities decreased nearly 47 per cent. 

Five Pacific States show 7U failures less this 
year than for six months of 1891, a decrease of 
about 12 per cent., with a decrease of nearly 9 
per cent. in liabilities.

NEW-YORK AT THE BIGFAIR

THE PLANS FOR A FINE STATE 
BUILDING ACCEPTED. 


—_—- 

IT WILL BE A GLUBHOUSE ON A 
GREAT SCALE—MORE°MONEY NEEDED 
—MEETING OF THE NEW-YORK GEN- 
ERAL MANAGERS. 


The members of the Board of General Man- 
agers of the exhibit of the State of New-York 
atthe World’s Columbian Exposition walked 
one by one yesterday into President Chauncey 
M. Depew’s breezy varlor at the Grand Central 
Station and gazed with interest on a big water- 
color picture of the proposed New-York State 
Building at the World’s Fair at Chicago. Charles 
¥F. McKim of McKim, Mead & White, architects, 
explained the details of the building. There 
were present, besides President Depew, Louis 
M. Howland of this city, Walter L. Sessions of 
Jamestown, John Boyd Thacher of Albany, ex- 
State Senator Donald MoNaughton of Roches- 
ter, the chief executive officer of the board, and 
Secretary John Foord. 

The plans of the building were accepted, al- 
though a number of minor changes was agreed 
on, 

J.Q. A. Ward, the sculptor, appeared before 
the board as Chairman of a committee of the 
associated artists of the State and asked for an 
appropriation of $47,000 to pay for transporta- 
tion of art works to the World's Fair and their 
insurance while there. Mr. Ward, who was ac- 
companied by Frederick Dielman and R. 8. 
Gifford, was informed that the board had not 
the necessary funds, and his application was 
placea on file. The committee of which he was 
the Chairman represented the National Acad- 
emy of Design, the New-York Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects, the Sootety of 
American Artists, the Water Color Society, the 
Architectural League, the Society of American 
Wood Engravers, and the New-York Etching 
Club. 

The board adopted a resolution authorizing 
President Depew to appoint a committee of 


eight representatives of the educational inter- 
ests of the State, to serve without salaries, to 
arrange for a proper educational exhibit at the 
World's Fair. 

The New-York State Building will be one of 
the handsomest structures on the exhibition 
grounds. The aim of the State Board and of the 
architects was to provide asplendid clubhouse 
which would be « general rendezvous or head- 
—— for all visitors from the Empire 8tate. 

he plans showa highly ornamental building 
which yet possesses massive and classical 
beauty. 

The general design is that of a large building 
in the “ee of a parallelogram, in the Renais- 
sance style of architecture, constructed of 
* staff,” which isa composition of cement, plas- 
ter of paris, and hair. The surface of this com- 
position will be polished and tinted an ivory 
color, to give it the appearance of rich old mar- 
ble. The building will be three stories in height 
and the roof will be arranged in three terraces. 
At each end ofthe upper and smallest roof 
there will be a square tower, and around the 
edge of the lowest roof and of the two towers 
there will be distributed at regular intervals 
vases containing orange trees. The vases are 
to be made in Sicily. 

The main entranee to the building will be 
through an open portico, and at either end of 
the clubhouse there will be a semicircular 
Pillared portico in classic Greek style. In each 
of these semicircular porticos there will bea 
fountain, and on the lawn in front of the build- 
ing there will be two very large fountains. 
Two immense lions will guard the maiu portico. 
They will be copies of the famous Barberini 
lions. Around the top ofthe outside walls of 
the building. under the eaves, there will be a 
wide frieze, carveid after the frieze of the Far- 
nese Palace. The floor of the entrance wil) be 
of mosaic. 

The building isto be 60 feet high, 200 feet 
long, and 105 feetdeep. On the tirst floor will 
be reception rooms for men and women. A 
wide ball willrun through the building on this 
floor, and in a depressed area in the rearof the 
elubhouse will be an immense topographical 
map of New-York State, spread out flat on the 

round. The map will be 36 feet long and 26 

eet wide, and will be observable from a spiral 

stairway. The map will represent the mount- 
ains, forests, rivers, towns, and all natural and 
great artificial features of State scenery. It 
will be one of the most interesting exhibits at 
the fair. 

On the second floor of the house is to bea 
large banquet hall, with rooms forthe male 
and female manugers on the part of the State. 
On the third fioor there will be rooms for the 
press. Tho three terraces of the roof will be 
converted into hanging gardens. 

The building alone is to cost $77,500, and is 
to be built by contract by George A. Fuller & 
Co. of Chicago. The furnishings and interior 
and exterior decorations will cost, approximate- 
iy. $50,000, outside of $60,000 provided for 
that purpose, and it is expected that many 
other voluntary contributions will be made. W. 
& J. Sloane will coutribute the carpets, Herts 
Brothers will do the paneling, and the Archer 
and Pancoast Manufacturing Company will 
supply the lamps and the gas and olectric-light 
fixtures. 

The State building will be a complete elub- 
house and headquarters. Here the New-York 
visitors can write, mail, and receive their let- 
ters, and meet their friends. The building is to 
be finished by Oct. 1. 

The New-York State appropriation for repre- 
sentation at the fair is $300,000. 

“This appropriation,’ said Mr. Depew, after 
the meeting of the board, ‘‘is inadequate to 
enable New-York to make an exhibit propor- 
tionate to its size and dignity. Illinois erects a 
building costing $300,000, and a number of 
other States erect buildings costing from $150,- 
000 to $200,000 apiece. New-York could not 
afford to build even as fine a building as is pro- 
posed were it not forthe fact of the contribu- 
tions of furnishings, decorations, &o., by sev- 
eral public-spirited New-York business firms. 
Out of our appropriation we have to provide for 
an art exhibit, for an exhibit of the bee indus- 
try, and for an exhibit of dairy and agricultural 
—. And there is great pressure being 

rougnt to bear in favor of an exhibit of metals 
and stones. 

‘Then we have the expenses of an office and 
staff in each of the eight judicial districts of the 
State, of a main office in Albany, of a general 
manager, Secretary, and clerks, and of the 
eight ladies’ auxiliary commissions, and also 
the expense of collecting, transporting, and 
caring for the specimens of women’s work 
which are to be oxhibit-d. The Commissioners 
serve without pay, and some of them give prac- 
tically their whole time to the subject. The 
State appropriation is $200,000 short of the 
amount required adequately to represent tho 
great State of New-York.”

FRENCH ART AT THE FAIR. 


THE POPE NOT YET DECIDED ON THE 
EXTENT OF GIS DISPLAY. 


Paris, June 30.—The Associated Press corre- 
spondent here has questioned some of the reai- 
dent American painters in regard to what they 
hear concerning the participation of French art- 
ists in the Chicago World’s Fair. Alexander 
Harrison said: ‘‘The French will senda large 
art exhibit.” 

E. L. Weeks remarked: “I think Frenoh paint- 
ers will be generally interested; they are be 
ginning to realize the importance of the occa- 
sion.”’ 

H. 8. Bisbing said: ‘‘I believe they will ex- 
hibit in force, and make such a representation 
of French art as has never before been seen 
outside of Paris. Those with whom I have 
spoken seem greatly interested, and I am sure 
that nothing will be left undone to strengthen 
the conviction that in art matters the French 
fully maintain the supremacy the world has al- 
ways allowed them.” 

‘“*Judging from the amount of space France 
has applied for,” observed Walter McEwen, “I 
should say that tne artists are very favorable, 


and the fact of M. Proust having oharge of the 
exhibit guarantees that it will be a fine one.” 

Stephen Hills Parker remarked: ‘‘I fanoy 
that ail the French artists will exhibit at the 
World’s Fair, though probably few will attend 
in person.”’ 

ther prominent Americans echoed the senti- 
ments expressed above. 

RoME, June 30.—The Pope has not yet defi- 
nitely decided upon all the art and other 
objects. which are to be sent for exhibition to 
Chicago. it is certain, however, that some 
wwarveldus mosaics and aseries of geographio 
charts will be sent, as will alsd be a magnificent 
work of art which has been prepared for the ex- 
hibition. It consists of superb phototype plates 
of all the documents from Pope Alexander VI. 
to Coluwbus and to the Court of Madrid regard- 
ing the discovery of America. The work is a 
marvel of art.

GRASPING ELEVATED ROADS,

THEY PROTEST AGAINST BROOKLYN 
ASSESSORS’ VALUATION. 


The various elevated railroads in Brooklyn 
are not satisfied with their unpaid arrears of 
taxes, reduced from $1,300,000 to about $285,- 
000 a few weeks ago, and showed yesterday that 
they propose to pay taxes; only on an assessed 
value of $170,000 per mile of their structures. 

The Assessors have laid assessments at the 
rate of $320,000 per mile forthe narrow and 


$420,000 per mile for the wide structures, 
but yesterday William N. Cohen wrote on behalf 
of the companies, protesting against auch a rate. 

After stating that the court had decided that 
the roads should be assessed at $170,000 a mile 
in all parts of the city, he says: 

“ Your books show that the yaluation for the pres- 
ent year upon these properties is $420,000 and $320,- 
000, respectively, on broad and narrow structures. 
On behalf of my clients I protest against those 
valuations as unjust, excessive. and unequal, and 
demand that they be corrected to $170,000 per mile, 
in accordance with the findingand judgment of the 
Supreme Courtin the certioraries covering the years 
1889, 1890, 1891, and 1892, entered May 25, 1892. 
Certified copies of the judgments are inclosed.”’ 

The Assessors Will hold a special meeting in a 
few days to consider this demand.

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CASE AGAINST MR. DIXON 
THE INDICTMENT FOR LIBEL OF 
KOCH DISMISSED. 


A TOO ZEALOUS ASSISTANT DISTRIC® AT- 
TORNEY — MR. NICOLL COULDN’T 
WELL PROSECUTE A MAN FOR SAY- 
ING THINGS HE HIMSELF HAD SAID. 


The indictment for criminal libel found last 
Wednesday against the Rev. Thomas Dixon, Jr., 
based upon certain remarks which he used in 
the course of a sermon which reflected upon the 
character of Excise Commissioner Kooh, was 
yesterday dismissed by Judge Martine, in the 
Court of General Sessions, 

The way in which the indistment was found 
and now dismiss: . forms an interesting chap- 
ter in the inner workings of the District Attor- 
ney’s Office. At the time of the preliminary 
hearing, held before Justice Grady in the Jeffer- 
s0n Market Police Court, District Attorney 
Nicoll was on his way to Chicago to attend the 
Democratic National Convention. In his ab- 
sence he left Assistant District Attorney Gun- 
ning 8. Bedford in charge of the office. 

When the papers in the Koch-Dixon libel suit 
were torwarded from the Jefferson Market 
Police Court to General Sessions, Mr. Bedford 
almost immediately took them to the Grand 
Jury. One of the Grand Jurors said yesterday 
that Mr. Bedford personally appeared before 
that body and delivered something of an oration 
upon the case. Asa result, Mr. Lixon was in- 
dicted for criminal libel. 

Mr. Nicoll arrived home last Saturdey, and 
was dumfounded to learn that Mr. Dixon had 
been indicted. The reason for his surprise and 
anger was the fact that for nearly two years he 
had endeavored to secure the prosecution of 
Koch, ag@d Mr. Nicoll himself had used in court 
searcely less severe terms against the Excise 
Commissioner than those employed by the Rev. 

r. Dixon. 

Mr. Nicoll speedily made up his mind that he 
could not prosecute Mr. Dixon for using the 
words that he himself had used, and so he sent 
for the counsel of both parties. Edward 8.

NEW-YORK AND PHILADELPHIA WHOLE- 
SALE HOUSES IN A COMBINATION. 


Fight of the largest wholesale dry goods firms 
in this city and thirteen of the leading dry goods 
jobbing houses in Philadelphia have signed an 
agreement in relation to discounts to customers, 
reducing the discounts materially from those 
now in force. The firms in the combination 
have virtually a control of the wholesale dry 
goods business in New-York and Philadelphia, 
and the general effect of their action, due noticb 
of which is given by them in aciroular to the 
trade, will be to do away with the large dis- 
counts which have gradually grown out of brisk 
com petition. 

The new schedule of discounts, which goes 
into effect to-day, is as follows: 

On net thirty-day bills, 1 per cent. in 10 days. 

On net sixty-day bills, 2 per cent. in 10 or 1 per. 
cent. in 3U days. 

On “reg ” thirty-day bills, 6 per cent. in 10 or 5 
per cent. in 30 days. 

On “reg” sixty-day bills, 6 per cent. in 10 or 5 per 
cent, in 30 or 4 per cent. in 60 days. 

On carpets and oilcloths, 4 per cent. in 10 or 3 per 
cent. in 30 daya. 

Some of the big houses have recently been 
allowing as much as 7 per cent. discount for 
cash sales. The difference of only 1 per cent. 
inthe discount rate of a house like the H. B. 


Claflin Company, selling about $20,000,000 
worth of goods a year, amounts to $200,000, 
None of the small-fry jobbers was asked to en- 
ter the combination. 

The Philadelphia houses signing the agree- 
ment are Sharpless Brothers; Hood, Foulkrod & 
Co.; Wood, Brown & Co.; Young, Smyth, Field & 
Co.; Joel J. Bailey & Co. ; Folwell Brothers & Co. ; 
Howett, Warner & Co.; Sullivan & Brother, A. 
kk. MoCown & Oo., Watson & Co., Pearce Broth- 
ers & Jackson, Daughton, Wilkins & Co., and 
John H. Long & Co. 

The New-York firms in the combination are 
KE. &. Jatiray & Co., Sweetzer, Pembrook & Co.; 
Mills & Gibb, Tefft, Weller & Co.; Lee, Tweedy 
& Co.; the H. B. Clatiin Company, Dunham, 
Buckley & Co., and Hilton, Hughes & Denning. 
The two principal firms not in the combination 
are Arnold, Constable & Co. and Lord & Taylor, 
and their line of goods is different from that 
carried by the regular jobbing establishments, 
The tirst overtures for acombination were made 
by the Philadelphia firms. 

**We cannot control prices or distribute terri- 
tory,” said a member of the firm of Lee, 
Tweedy «& Co. yesterday. ‘“ We are only job- 
bera. We do not manufacture, but only buy 
from the manufacturers’ agents. Competition 
had gradually forced disceunts up so high that 
it finally become a question of combining or 
quitting, 80 we combined for protection. We 
now give the retailers the same discount wea 
receive from the agents of the manufacturers, 
Lo more, BO less.” 





LIEUT. FARROW VINDICATED. 


HE WINS HIS SUIT AGAINST THE HOL- 
LAND TRUST COMPANY. 


A decision in favor of Lieut. Edward 8S. Far- 
row was handed down in the Supreme Court,Spe- 
cial Term, by Judge Beach yesterday in the suit 
brought by Lieut. Farrow against the Holland 
Trust Company and others for the appointment 
of areceiver of the property of the Barnegat 
Park Company andto have canceled certain 
liens against the property held by the de- 
fend#nts. 

Judge Beach says that the plan and agree- 
ment made in 1890 by which a trust mortgage 
was to be puton the property and bonds were 
to be issued to the amount of $500,000 was a 
feasible plan. But this plan became impossible 
to be carried out, and another was adopted. By 
the’second, $300,000 first mortgage bonds were 


to be issued and $200,000 of income bonds. 
Five percent. on sales was to be paid to the 
Holland Trust Company, and George W. Van 
Siclen and Christian i’. Schramme, who are two 
of the defendants, were to have $65,000 for 
their services. Of this plan Judge Beach says 
that it was “unjust and inequitable, an unwar- 
ranted imposition upon any and all parties sub- 


|} ject to the unheard-of burdens it sought to im- 


pose.” Both agreements he declares void. 

The defendants are directed to wake over to 
Lieut. Farrow all mortguzes, stocks, vouchers, 
wec., received under the 1890 agreement. ‘hey 
areeujoined from prosecuting any foreclosure 
suit against the Barnegat Park Company, and 
irom interfering with ite property. A referee 
will be appointed, before whom the creditors 
will appear and prove their claims. 

Judge Beach’s opinion is 4 vindication of 
Lieut. Farrow. In it he says: 

‘The voluminous record of the trial fails to dis- 
close any aciign or representation of the plaiutit? 
calling tor criticism or Condemnation of the court. 
sie was the originator of the enterprise at Barnegat 
Park; he carried it to a state of realization by 
carnest gnd loug-coutinued eilorts. Unfortunately 
the developmeultof his ideas called for such large 
expenditures that in the latter haif of 1890 the 
a.aire of the corporation required etiicient action fur 
its .nancial relief, mainly by funding outstanding 
obligations.”

PREFERENCES GIVEN BY D. LEVY, 
SONS & CO. VACATED. 


The firm of D. Levy, Sons & Co., necktie man- 
ufacturers, failed about two years ago, and just 
prior to their failure gave judgments to Matilda 
Levy, Cohen Brothers & Co., and Morris Batt, 
und also transforred their outstanding accounts 
to the same parties and others, under which 
judgments the entire property of the firm was 
taken possession of by the Sheriff and sold, 
and was bought in by one Louis M. Levy, a 
brother, who thereafter conducted the business, 
employing the debtors as his clerks. 

All the outstanding accounts which had been 
transferred by the firm of Levy Brothers to the 
various preferred creditors were transferred 
back to Louis M. Levy, who gave his personal 
notes for the amount of their debts, and with 
the proceeds of these accounts the business 
was conducted on the same premises. 

Messrs. Llumenstiel.& Hirsch, representing 
F. Vietor & Achelis, Abegg & Rusch, Hardt, 
Von Berunth & Co., and other creditors, aggre- 
gating over $40,000 in amount, brought actions 
to set aside these transfers and these judg- 
ments, upon the ground that the entire transac- 
tion was a combination entered into between 
the debtors and their relatives to cheat and de- 
traud the creditors. 

The case occupied several days in its trial be- 
fore Judge Truax of the Supreme Court, who

YOUNG MEN AND WOMEN WHO WANT 
TO ENTER HARVARD OR YALE, 


On two upper floora of Association Hall, 
Twenty-third Street and Fourth Avenue, are 
arranged a large number of small tables, at 
which hundreds of young men yesterday labored 
and perspired over the papers for the entrance 
examinations to Harvard and Yale Universities, 

Prof. Andrew D. Phillips presided over the 
examination for the academic department of 
Yale. He is a gentleman famous among hie ac- 
quaintances, with an enormous aquiline nose 
and a vast appetite for mathematics. He is the 
man who has a personal affection for that ouri- 
ous mathematical monstrosity called the ‘lo- 
cus,” and whenever he gets a spare moment he 
sits down and finds the “locus” of all created 
things in his immediate vicinity. It is also 
rumored about New-Haven that he has con- 


structed a plane surface of such remarkable 
character that upon it two parallel lines weet, 
and where a straight line is not the shortest 
distance between two pointa. 

More than all this, Prof. Phillips is an in- 
satiable maker of almanacs, arranged for all 
climates, religions, and solar systems, Some 
years ago he dealt the fatal blow to that sacred 
book of Connecticut, ** Middlebrook’s Almanac,” 
by making an almanac in which were indicated, 
for the first time, the probable fair and moon- 
light nights to come in New Haven, thus estab- 
lishing ite great popularity as a young man’s 
safe counselor and a young Woman's dearest 
friend. 

This admirable and scientific. man sat gravely 
behind his binocular lenses yesterday, aud 
watcbed 112 young men flounder over Latin 
grammar, Virgil aud prosody, geometry, Xen- 
ophon, Roman history, aud Greek grammar and 
composition. Prof, Phillipa has an eagle eye 
for **skin-rolls,” but none of these bi-cylindrical 
inventions was discovered in use yesterday. 

Prof. Daniel C. Eaton presided over the exam- 
ination for admission to the Sheitield Scientitio 
School, and observed sixty-six young men, many 
of them wearing beautiful pink cravats and very 
wide-brimmed straw hats, come in and tackle 
questions in subjects similar to those in the 
academic department, except for more mathe- 
matics and lesa Latin and Greek. 

On the fioor below was Prof. F. C. De 
Sumichrast, in charge of the examinations for 
entrance to Harvard. To him came forty-nine 
young men eager to write what they knew about 
Latin and Greek and Latin composition and 
many other things. 

In an adjoining room Mrs. Canfield, Secretary 
of the New-York Local Committee at 32 East 
Thirty-Third Street, held examinations for 
women applying for entrance to the Harvard 
Annex. ‘the requirements for admission are 
the same for both young men and women. 
Those girls who pass the examination will re- 
ceive a Harvard University certiticate, which 
will admit them either to the Harvard Annex or 
to Bryn Mawr, smith, Wellesley, or Vassar, if 
presented within one year from its date. Mrs. 
Cantield had forty candidates in her room, 
against twenty-one last year. Two scholarships, 
one of $300 and one of $200, are ollered to 
women this year by the New-York Local Com- 
mittee of Harvard University. 

All the examinations will continue to-day and 
to-morrow.

REPUBLICANS WANT TO TAX THE MANY 
FOR THE FEW, WHILE THE DEMO- 
CRATS INSIST THAT THE GOVERN- 
MENT SHALL RECEIVE THE TAXES. 


CONCLUSION. 

Since the last treatise upon Taxation and 
Workers was written, the nominating conven- 
tion of the Democratic Party has been held, 
The division upon the silver question is nota 
party division. The advocates of the froe 
coinage of aiiver without the concur- 
rent action of foreign nations are only a 
small faction in each party, and their day of 
temporary influence has gone from them. The 
purchase of silver bullion under present acis 
will doubtless be stopped in the second session 
of the present Congress by the repeal or amend- 
mentof what is known as the Sherman Dill. 
This purchase of bullion is not sustained by 
Senator Sherman himself or by many of his 
associates on the Republican side, nor will it be 
sustained by the Democrats. 

The main issue in the ensuing election is the 
tariff question. Thelogic of events has com- 
pelled the nominating convention of each party 
to take a position upon this question which it is 
not. probable that any large number of the 
members of either party would have taken had 
a free choice been left to them. 

The enactment of the McKinley Tariff bill 
committed the Republican Party to the policy 
of protection, with incideutal revenue, against 
the judgment of its best-informed members. 
This act was framed under the direction of 
its sponsor, Mr. William MoKinley, Jr., con- 
sistently with his theory of the purpose of 
& tariff, which is to secure “ protection, with 
incidental revenue.”’ When the Republican Par- 
ty first subjected itself to the demands of the 
representatives of special branches of industry 
for the enactment of special schedules framed 
for the purpose of excluding foreign fabries of 
the kinds made by themselves by putting con- 
stantly-increasing duties upon them without re- 
gard to revenue, the party placed itself under the 
necessity of continuing upon that line of policy 
to theend. It deprived itself of free choice, be- 
&ause to yield at any point would be to give up tho 
fundamental idea upon which the McKinley act 
is based. The framers of the Republican plat- 
form had no choice in the maiter, although this 
dugma of prohibition of imports for the benelit 
of certain classes is olfeusive to the largest and 
most intelligent portion of thg members of the 
party. The declaration in the Kkepublican plat- 
form is as follows: 

“We maintain that the prosperous condition of 
our country is largely due to the wise revenue legis- 
lation of the Kepubiican Cougress. We beiieve that 
all articles that cannot be produced in the United 
States, except luxuries, should be admitted free of 
duty, and that on all imports coming into competiti- 
ton with the products of American laver there 
should be levied duties egual to the dillerence be- 
tween wages abroad and at home.” 

It will be observed that the question of 
revenue is wholly ignored in this declaration. 
Articles which in the judgment of Congress 
canuot be produced to advantage in this coun- 
try, except luxuries, are to ve admitted free of 
duty. Articles which in the judgment o? Con- 
gress cau be produced to advaniage in this coun- 
try are to be subjected to such high rates of 
duty as to stop the import. Articles like sugar, 
which eould be peespeee in this country, but 
which Congress has chosen to make free of duty, 
are to be made the subject of a bounty at the 
cost of the taxpayers. 

The enforcement cf this policy would lead to 
the necessity of direct taxation or to the impo- 
sition ofan income tax, in order to secure the 
necessary revenue Which may not be derived 
froin the excise taxes on Jiquors and tobacco. 

I have shown that if the policy advocated in 
these terms were actually applied to the fram- 
ing of a tariff measure, that measure would 
bring about a greuter reduction in the rate of 
duties that are imposed now under the 
McKinley act than bas yet been proposed 
by any Democrat, because, -in point of 
fact, there is not a duty imposed under 
the MoKinley act on any article of any consid- 
erable importance which is not very much 
greater than the difference between wages at 
home and abroad, even if the cost of labor cor- 
responded to that difference in tho rate of 
wuges, Which it does not. The very form 
of this resolution proves conclusively that 
the McKinley version of the protective 
policy is intellectually dead. No person of or- 
afnary intelligence Who posesses even a super- 
ficial knowledge of the facts governing the pro- 
duction of the goods which are imported in the 
crude or partly-manufactured condition, 
or of the useful fabrics which constitute 
the larger part of the finished wmwanu- 
factures, would have ventured to frawe 
a resolution which can be so completely turned 
againet the intention of those who framed it. 
Nine-tenths or more of all the articles consumed 
in this country are made at less cost for labor 
than im any other vountry, whaiever the 
rates of wages may be. A very large 
portion of the imports from other coun- 
tries come from countries which possess 
advantages In other respects than the cost of 
labor; hence, although their rates of wages may 
be lowerand their labor cost may be more or 
way be lesa than it is with us, yet there is an 
advantage to them in selling their products to 
us, and there is an advantage to us in buying 
them. 

Only persons who are wholly ignorant of the 
facts whieh govern commerce could have been 
imposed upon by the representatives of wool, 
pig iron, and silver, who wake use of the Kepub- 
lican Party in order to secure spevial legislation 
at the cost of the masses for the benefit of the 
classes, in whose interest such resolutions and 
such acts as the McKinley tariff have been 
framed. 

It is not, however, tho purpose of the framers 
of this resolution to make any reduction in the 
tariif corresponding to its true construction, 
nor would they admit that this plank in the 

latform is subjectto the construction that | 

ave givenit. We must look to the more intel- 
ligent and thinking portion of the Republican 
Party to tind out what its leaders really moan. 

The party has committed itself through the 
law officers of the Republican, Administration 
to a specific declaration of its Purposes. It has 
given a clear and definite meaning to the policy 
which it advocates under the name of “the 
principle of protection.” 

At the risk of repetition, we must refer again 
to the briefe which were submitted to the sSu- 
preme Court of the United Atates in support of 
the McKinley tariffand of the bounty to the 
sugar planters incorporated in the terms of 
thatact. The ollicial construction of the act 
and the declaration of the real purpose of the 
party are given in terms thatadmitof no eva- 
sion, by able advocates fully conscious of the 
necessity of presenting their case in the clear- 
eat and plainest terms. 

The following extracts from these briefs sub- 
mitted by the Hon. W. H. H, Miller, Attorney 
General of the United States, and by the Hon. 
William H. Taft, Solicitor General, should be 
substituted for the plank in the Republican 
platform in every discussion in the ensuing 
campaign. In fact, this entire brief in full 
should be reprinted for the information of the 
yoters. The following extracts give the gist of 
the arguments: s 

“The sugar-boanty Sause was for the purpose of 
encouraging the production of raw sugar ia this 
country.” * * * : 

““rhe ougar vounty is to be paid from the Treas- 
ury ofthe United States, and, thersfore, out of the 
general revenues of which the Collections undor this 
act will form a large part.” ‘ 

Referring to the increase of duties on silks, 
woolens, and cottons,it is held in this brief 
that ‘the increase of duties on those articles 
was not made for the purposs of increasing the 
revenue. The higher rates were imposed to 
give a better protection to the manufacture of 
such merchandise inthis country. They were 
made with a view to decrease the importations, 
avd with the prospect that the revenues would 
be thereby reduced.” * * ~* 

“It may be conceded that the bounty must be 
paid out of the Treasury of the United States 
from funds raleed by taxation, and therefore 
that, unless Congress has power to levy a tax 
for the purpose of paying the bounty, an ap- 
propriat on for a bounty is beyond its power.” 
~ After citing certain authorities, itis held as 
follows: 

“Congress has power, therefore, to levy duties for 
the purpose ot providing forthe general welfare of 
the United States. Is the provision for the payment 
of bounty to sugar producers, above set forth, ‘ior 
the general welfare!’ Appellants’ counse! contend 
that itis not, because it is primarily tor the aid of 
private individuais aud only remotely for a public 
purpose, and, therefore, not for the general welfare." 

«jt has been held in a number of cases upon which 
appellants’ counsel rely, both in this court and in the 
courts of the various Siates, that taxation must be 
for a public purpose, aud therefore that, where 
it is proyosed by @ municipal corporation to 
pa money or lend credit to a private indi 
vidual or compan as au inducement to ihe 
construction of worke within the limits of the munic- 
ipal corporation, the remote consequences of benetit 
to the people of that corporation are not sullicient tu 
make the purpose of the donation a public one, 
and laws authorizing the same are void. The 
leading case upon this subject is Loan As- 
sociation vs. Topeka, (20 Wail, 655,) where it was 
held that bonds issued by acity to pay a bonus to 
@ manufacturing corporation to build its plant 

within that city were invalid and beyond the power 
ofthat city, even theugh expressiy authorized by 
the Legislature. Other cases lo the same effect are 


| numerous.” 


Reference being made to the other cases, tha 
argument in this brief proceeds as follows: 


“The foregoing do not include all the cases on the 
subject, but they are sufficient to show the princp.e 
which the appellants here invoke to invalidate 
the bounty clause under consideration, Wo 
respectiuliy submit that they have ne appli 
caiion to this controvorsy. it is obvious that 
the establishment of a particular industry in one

“ The principle was laii*down in the case of Low- 
ell vs. Boston, supra, thata purpose was not a pub- 
lic purpose because, by atiecting the private interest 
ola creas many individuals, it would bear perma 
affect the public weal. With respect to municipall- 
ties and States, that can have no international 
relations, this is undoubtedly true, but the sybject 
assumes & Very ditferent aspect when treated from the 
standpoint of the collective industries of a nation in 
competition with and in relation to the industries of 
other nations. * * * Such national action is re- 

uired to ofiset the enconragement of the same in- 

ustry in other countries, lest thereby we may be al- 
together dependent for the supply of a necessity 
Upon countries thus far removed.” 

Citing Chief Justice Marshali’s decision in 
the case of MeCullovgh va. The State of Mary- 
land, where the power of Congress to incor- 
porate a bank was under discussion, the 
argument of the officers of the Government 
proceeded as follows: 


“ The principle thus established necessarily justi- 
fies bounties, for, in the beginning of the operation 
of a protective tariff, the amount of duty levied isa 
bounty to the domestic manufacturer, and it is with 
aviewto such a benefit for him that itis levied. 
The sugar duties have always had the ellect of a 
bounty todoniestie sugar producers. * * The 
question of the validity of bounties is, therefore, as 
old ag that of a protective tariif, and has been an- 
swered in the same way by constant legis- 

and execulive action, in accordance 

the views of that ablest of states- 

men and jurists who penned the report on manufact- 
ures. * * * If @ century’s constraction of the 
Constitution by. Congress is binding on the courts, 
then the question of the power to tax for a bounty to 
particular industries is no longer an open one. , 

“& course of legislation and an acquiescence of 
the people as old as the Nation itself has sanctioned 
both direct and indirect bounties for the cncouragoe- 
ment of those industries which are closely allied 
with national growth and national independence, 
as a public purpose and as within the power of Con- 
gress. 

“ We have been discussing heretofore the validity 
ofthe bounty features of the sugar clause on tlie 
theory that provision of this sort was for the general 
welfare. There is another ground upon which it can 
be supported. All the authorities agree that the 
Government may recognize a moral obligation to 
any Class ofcitizena by direct appropriation, though 
the claim is not based on strictly legal grounds. a 

“Here was @ case where citizens, by reason of 
heavy sugar duties which had existed for many 
years, ha:! been induced to make large investments 
in the plantrequired for the prodnetion of sugars, 
and pow it was proposed’ by Congress to remove the 
duties because the revenue which they produced was 
more than sufficient for the use of the Govern- 
ment. Theremoval of duties wonld absolutely cde- 
stroy $50,000,000 or $60,000,000 worth of property 
invested in this industry and protected by the du- 
ties. Toenable persons whose property wonld be 
thus injuriously atiected to prepare for tha change, 
the Government was under a morai obligation to 
reimburse them for their loss orto permit them by 
a bouaty to continne the business until such time 
as the business might be self-sustaining.” 

In this declaration of the law officers of the 
Republican Administration all the rubbish is 
swept away about putting our taxes 
others, every assertion that the tariff is not a 
tax, and every suggestion that its purpose is 
not to create a bounty for favored olasses ont 
of the procesds of taxation paid by the masses, 
The power of Congress ig declayed to be 
supreme, and the power of the Supreme Court 
io reverse its decision in the matter is denied. 

Such being the position in which the logio of 
the case has placed the Republican Party, we 
ma. now consider the position of their op- 
ponents. The Committee on Kesolations of the 
Democratic Party first framed such a detinition 
of a tariff policy as it was thought judicious for 
the party to put into its platform, but the 
convention itself chose to put aside all consider- 
ation of mere policy and plant iteelf upon the 
principle upon which the Democratic Party 
now stands. Perhaps a majority of the conven- 
tion would not havo committed themselves so 
absolutely except under the excitement and 
enthusiasm of the moment, and they may have 
**puilded better than they knew.”’ This deo- 
laration of a true Democratic principle is stated 
in the following plain terms: 

“We declareitto be a fundamental principle of 
the Democratic Party that the Federal Government 
has no constitutional power to enforce and coliccé 
tariif duties except for the purpose of revenue only, 
aud demand that the colleotion of such taxes slall 
be limited to the necessities of the Government, hon- 
estly and economically administered.” 

The issue is joined. The positionofthe Re- 
publican Party, through ite law olfficers, has 
made it evident that the so-called * principle of 
protection” is a policy for taxing the many for 
the benefit of the few. The Demoocratio Party 
denounces this assertion of power, and plants 
itself upon the principle that all taxes that the 
people pay the Government shall receive, and 
that no moneys shall be expended except for 
the support of the Goverament, economically 
administered. 

The Republican Party denies that the rule of 











law laid down before the Supreme Court by 
Justice Miller shonid control the National as 
wellas the State Legislatures. Justice Miller 
gave his ruling in the following terms: 

“To lay with one hand the power of the Govern- 
menton the property of the citizen and with the 
other to bestow it upon favored individuals 
private enterprises aud build up private fortunes is 
noue the less robbery because it is done under the 
forms of law and is called taxation. This is pot leg- 
islation. Itis a decree under legislative forms.” 

The real point at isaue is the question whether 
or not the Congress of the United States pos- 
sesses a limited and delegated power, or 
whether it is so supreme that even the high- 
est court of the land wust submit to 
its decrees without regard to the merits of 
any question that may be brought before 
it. The Republican Party declares that the 
piain rule as laid down by Justice Miller in Loan 
Association versus Topeka has no binding forve. 
The Democratic Party declares that it ia bind- 
ing upou every Legislature, including the Con- 
gressof the United states. 

The Republican lVarty, through its law offl- 
cers, holds that Congress may grant bounties at 
the expense of its taxpayers to favored 
branches of industry, and that when the owners 
of capital bave invested their money in that in 
dustry, they thereby seeure a vested interest in 
the proceeds of taxation and that the Cougress 
of the United States is thereafter “under a 
moral obligation ”’ to tax the people for the sup 
port of such private citizens or private cor- 
porations until the business that they have 
undertaken becomes self-sustaining. 

The Supreme Court did not rule upon this 
question in the McKinley cases. It waa not 
brought directly before the courtand the court 
passodit by. The case is now removed fron 
the court to the adjudication of the 
people of the United States. History re- 
peats iteelf. The poaition of the Kepub 
liean Party now corresponds to that of the 
Whig Party in the ante-war (period; a party 
which was endowed with good intentions, but 

»was without convictions. Asthe Whig Party 
destroyed itself by attempting to compromise 
with slavery, 80 msy its prototype destroy 
itself by its readiness to compromise the 
monetary safety of the country and tho inter- 
ests of the mass of the people for the sake of 
continuance in pewer. 

The Democratic Party of to-day finds its pro 
totype inthe Republican Party as that party 
was whenit was first organized,a party de 
voted to principles. The Democratic Party bas 
been forced by tite logic of events to ignore the 
—— who have tried to control it; it has 

ecome in a true sense the party of the people, 
the exponent of equal rights, and it has planted 
itself upon a principle which is impregnable 

Between the two have stood the Independ 
ents, Whose prototypes may be found in the 
Free Soil Party of the ante-war period, a party 
that never elected a candidate to any high ot- 
tice and which was represented in Congress by 
a few members only; but they were men whose 
courage and convictions gave them a dominant 
power in inverse proportion to their number, 
such as the Independent membors of the pres- 
ent Congress have exercised. 

The issue is joined. Taxation and work are 
names for the same thing; each voter will soon 


be called upon to decide for what principle and 


for what party he will work and vote. 
The manifest tendency of right-minded and 
reasonable men of both parties in the present 


Congress has been to take the question of the | 


currency out of party politics. This power 
may soon bo exerted 60 as to take the tariff 
question out of party politics so that 
during the second session of the pres- 
ent Congress a reform of the tariff may 
be brought about in a way that will harm none, 
but which will do justice to all by establishing 
true protection to domestic industry through 
the exemption from unnecessary taxation of 
all the materiala which are required in the 
processes of our Own domesvic industry coupled 
with duties for revenue on finished products so 
adjusted as not to exceed the ditference in wages 
at home and abroad. 

Unless this coalition and compromise are 
made in the present Congress at its second ses 
sion, 80 as to prevent the tariff becoming the 
football of mere politicians, there will be great 
danger of radical and revolutionary changes in 
our poliey which will provoke a reaction and 
endauger the steady progress of a true reform 
of our whole fiscal system.

liable to be out about $7,000 or so, all through 
a difference of opinion as to the foreign market 
price of linen. 

The tirm recently imported $35,000 worth of 
olosely-woven linen goods. Alfred C. Dutcher, 
the Government expert in linens at the Ap- 


praiser’s Stores, found that,in his judgment, 
the goods were undervalued on the firm’s in- 
voices from 10 to 20 percent. The importers 
appealed to the United States General Apprais- 
ers. They showed that they could buy the same 
goods outright in Scotland and Belgium cheaper 
than they were invoiced by Kirk. They aiso 
argued that the valuations of experts on the 
goods in question differed as much as their own 
Valuations and those of Mr. Dutcher. 

General Appraiser James A. Jewell, however, 
agreed substantially with Mr. Dutcher, though 
he cat down a good many items, and in sev- 
eral instances sustained the invoice prices, low- 
ering the total advance to about 124 per cent. 
John Galt Smith & Co. will not make a further 
appeal to the full Board of General Appraisers, 
but will pay the heavy penalty usual on such 
cases of undervaluation, whether intentional or 
unintentional 





Navy Yard’s Annual Money Crisis.

When told that.their questionera were Custom 
House Inspectors, the two Lains returned to 
the steamer and the younger was searched. 
Thirtecn goid and silver watches were found on 
him. Father and.son were not at all discon- 
certed at this, put declared that their watehes 
had beon declared with their other baggage. 
The Inspectors were very much surprised to 
find this trae. 

Suspecting, however, that something was 
wrong, the Inspectors went down on the wharf 
to fina where the mother and daughters had 
gone. There theyfound the runner of the hotel, 
who was waiting for the baggage. They held 
him, and discovered the women bad gone to 
Roberis’s Hotel, at Twenty-third Street and 
Ninth Avenue. BPeinforced by Special Officer 
Parrott, the entire party went to the hote]l. The 
women had not registered, but they were in the 
hotel gnc in their rooms. 

The Otiicers entered the room and found the 
women, bad changed their clothing and that a 
lot of dutiabie articles of jewelry were lying 
around the room. Some were hidden under 
elothing, while other articles were wrapped up 
in bags and packed with the greatest care. Mrs, 
Bain begged the officers not to take tbe girls 
and said she would go with them. She evidently 
feared arrest 

Afwer the goods had been wrapped up and 
the Inepectors were ready to take them away, 
Bain said the whole matter was a mistake and 
the articles seized were merely trifles. He had 
bought them on the other side and bad paid 
£220 for them. Bain further told the Inspect- 
ors he would go;to the Custom House yesterday 
morning to get the watches which had been 
taken from him. 

Thejewelry was takei down to the seizure 
room of the Custom House and yesterday morn- 
ing the room looxed like a firat-class jewelry 
store.

rried in long bage that were tied to the 

ymoen’s legs and fastened to their persens 

Some of the watches were also carried in 

2, and the diamonds were packed in cotton 

ne bag. The value of the smuggied goods is 
about $35,000. 

The oniy information the Inspectors could get 
frem the Bains was that they were going to 
Pittsburg, Pean. Inspector Donohue thinks 
they are old hands at ginuggling, though, as far 
as can be learned, this is the firet time they have 
been caught 

it is believed that Bain senior is a jeweler in 
Pittsburg, aud that the goods were bought in 
Lancashire. 

Bain went dewn to the Barge Office yesterday 
and endeavored to get his twenty-six watches. 
die bas not gat them yet, but says the Custom | 
House savthorities will return them when he | 
makes his explanation. 

In the declaration of his baggage which he 
made to thé Custom House authorities, Bain 
deci»red be had twenty-six watches, second- 
hand ones, and paid duty on them. 

It ia more than likely thatif the women had 
been a little more carefu], and had not carried 
such @ load as to make them walk unnaturally, 
the smuggling would not have been discov- 
ered. Inspector Donobue ta still at work on the 
ase, and expects other developmeuts within a 
day ortwo.

GOWING’S TRIAL

OF TESTIMONY FINISHED—THE 
\EFENDANT’S STATEMENT. 

The court-martial-of Chief Engineer Burdette 
©. Gowing, United States Navy, for drunken. 
ness and absence without leave, promiges to be 
short. [t was bugun day before yesterday with 
the examination of two’witnesses fer the prpse- 
cution. Yesterday morning when the court 
came together again, Judge Advocate Spicer an- 
nounced that the prosecution had concluded its 
ease. 

Thie wag asurprise, both to the accused and 
to the court itself, for the testimony thus far 
adduced was not of a convincing and convict 
ing nature. 

Capt..Mercer, the counsel] for Engineor Gow- 
ing, abonce commenced the defense by calling 
asa witness William A. Volz. He testified to 
a long acquaintance with Gowing while the 
latter wason duty at the South Brooklyn steam 
engine works, and declared, in effect, that he 
had ever found him a “sober man ang true, and 
atientive to bis duty.” 1 was simply testimony 
With regard to characier. 

Then Capt. Mercer summoned Thomas Mc- 
Gione, who was ofiicer‘of the deck on board the 
Vermoat on June 6, the day Gowing was 
Charged with @senting himself from that ship * 
without ieave. tie remembered that Gowing 
reported to him that he was going to leave the 
ship on duty. : 

Following him came Gowing’s aagiatant on 
board the Vermont. He/jspid he saw Gowing a 
great deal on June 6, and noticed nothing 
unusual in hie speech or -manner. He remem- 
bered that Goewing that day examined a couple 
of applicants forenlistment, He then added his 
testimony as to Gowing’s generally excellent 
character. 

Theo defense bad no more witnesses to call, but 
Capt. Mercer asked for a delay in the proceed- 
ings, that Gowinge mwighthave a chauce to pre- 
pare a statement of the affair'to present to the 
court. He had notkad time to do 50 as yet, 
ewing to the unexpected termination of the 
prosecution. 

There weg no objection to the granting of the 
request, aud the court adjourned to 10 o’clock 
this morning, when the statement is to be ready.

“INFLUENCE” CADSED A BAD APPOINT- 
MENT TO BE MADE, 

Christopher C, Collins was made Captain of 


} the Park police by the Park Beard yesterday to 


succeed Capt. Thomas Beatty, who died on 
Maroh 26. 

The appointment is a curious one, and it illus- 
trates the beautiful workings of local civil serv- 
foe reform asthe system is now administered. 
Collins, who has been a Sergeant of the Park 
police for a few weeks, was born in Ireland in 
1852 and became a gate keeper in Central Park 
in 1879, as a member of the Park police force. 
He was made a park keeper in March, 1380, 
and a Roundsman in 1885. ° 

Then came @ set-back to Mr. Collins’s career. 
In 1887 be was reduced from Roundsmau to 
park keeper. He held that piace until March 
24, juet two days before the death of Capt. 
Beatty. He was then made Roundsman again, 
and his later promotions have come with a ra- 
pidity that is singular. 

Atter serving as a Roundsman for a m&nth 
and a few days Collins was made a Sergeant by 
the Park Board on May 5. This promotion was 
yot made because of any special service he had 
rendered the department, but because it had 
been planned by the Tammany leaders to make 
him a Captain, and he had to be a Sergeant be- 
fore he could take the oivil service examination 
for the Captaincy. , 

The Sergeants who took the civil service ex- 
amination were James B. Ferris, who got & 
rating of 98.75; Louis Flock, the senior Ser- 
geant of the force, who has been in the service 
for twenty years, and who gota rating of 96.50, 
and Collins, who got a rating of 96.52. Collins 
was choson at yesterday's meeting without op- 
position by the votes of Commissioners Dana, 
Gallup, and Tappen. Commissioner Straus 
was not present, and Sergt. Flook thought that 
he would have stood a better chance had Mr. 
Straus been there. q 

Mr. Gallup, in explaining why Collins was 
chosen, said that the department wanted new 
blood, and that Collins was a man of strong in- 
dividuality. Mr. Gallup thought that a retired 
cavalry etlicer, who would be a “ good horseman 
and a gentleman,” would make the ideal Police 
Captain; but there was no retired cavalry officer 
on hand. Collins, he said, would look well in 
the saddle. ws 

Capt. Collins’s salary will be $2,750. He isa 
relative of Mrs. Richard Croker, and he is a 
member of the Tammany Hall General Com- 
mittee. via 

The Commissioners promoted Michael F. Dil- 
lon to be Sergeant in place of Collins, and 
Patrolman John W. Wilson was made Rounds- 
man in place of Dillon.

TO WIND UP M’KEAN’S CONCERN. 
——< ——__—_—_—_ 
CREDITORS OF THE GUARANTEE ALLI- 
ANCE COMPANY WILL GET LITTLE. 


The State Insurance Department is taking 
strong measures against the Guarantee Alliance 
Company of this city. This is the concern 
which acquired notoriety recently through B, 8. 
McKean, who was at that time its President. 

According to Deputy Superintendent Shannon 
of the Insurance Department, McKean used the 
reserve fundof the Alliance to paya claim 
which his landlady held on the life of a woman 
named Ellen Reynolds, who was at work for 
her. A carcful examination of the books of the 
company followed upon this discovery, and asa 
resultareport onthe affairs of the company 
has been made by Mr. Shannon which bas led 
his chief, Superintendent Pierce, to request the 
Attorney General of the State to begin proceed- 
ings to wind up the affairs of the Alliance, 

Mr. Shanuon says that he finds, among other 
things, that the association failed last year to 
reportas a liability $6,450 of unpaid death 
claims, and that it reported its membership to 
be 966, while the actual membership was only 
383. It was discovered, Mr. Shannon adds, 
that 583 fictitious policies were written in the 
month of December to wake up the 966. 

The system under which the Alliance is op- 
erated is severely criticised as being liable vw 
serious abuse and gross favoritism. ‘The ofli- 
cers can prefer any death claim they cnoose, 
applying the assessments of an cntire month to 
such claim, while others less iavored are 
bunched together and must take their chances. 

This has been done continually, the Examiner 
says. 

At the city office of the Insurance Department, 
44 Pine Street, it was stated yesterday that the 
most vigorous action would probably be taken 
aguinst the Alliance. It has no assets to spouk 
ot so far as the department can learn, and the 
people who have paid in assessments wili re- 
ceive little or nothing back in case the concern 
is wound up. 

The office of the assoolation is at 135 Broad- 
way, Where it oocupies part of aroom. Edward 
Butcher, the Secretary, wag seen there yester- 
day. He said that the “ officers of the Alliance 
have nothing to say for publication at present.” 
Mr. McKean, he added, had resigned the Prest- 
dency, and had been succeeded ~ Andrew A. 
Clarke, a public accountant, who has an otlice 
ip the same room. ‘The new President was out 
of town yesterday. 

MoKean, it was stated, was in Albany, pre- 
sumably laboring with the authorities to pro- 
tect the association. 

UMBRELLA TRUST TROUBLES. 
ee 


HALF THE MANUFACTORERS STILL OUT- 
SIDE THE COMBINATION, 


The Umbrella Trust, whose existence was at 
first so vigorously denied and then afterward 
was heralded far and wide as likely to put 
money in the pockets of those interested in it, 
has so far not been the great money-making 
acheme that the originator’s fancy painted it. 
Instead of getting into the trust all the manu- 
facturers, or even 80 per cent. of them, as the 
promoters said they would, only 50 per cent. 
have gone into it, and the number is too small 
to enable the trust to control the market and to 
run the prices up or down at will. 

In view of this fact, some of those who went 
into it are not altogether satisfied with the 
scheme. They don’t see as yet where their in- 
creased profits are tocome from, and to meet 
this complaint which has been made, the trast 
has begun to discharge travelers and other em- 
ployes. The firms having been combined, one 
man can cover territory that was formerly 
worked by twoor three. It was stated yester- 
day by one authority that already 75 per cent. 
of the old employes had been discharged and 
the others were.quaking in their ehves for fear 
they would lose their places. Those firms not 
in the trust hgve been besieged by men wio 
have Jost their positions. 

The only pong e trust has been succeseful 
in doing so far is to get a concession from the 
umbrella frame manufacturers that they will 
sell umbrella frames to members of the trust at 
a plight redaction.. The umbrella frame men 
can do this now because the McKinley bill 
raised the tari# on frames from about 40 to 50 
per cent. Looking at the matter from a busi- 
ness standpoint, the umbrella people who are 
notin the combination say that the frame man- 
ufacturers ure hurting themselves. The um- 
brella men on the outside say they can buy 
frames from English manufacturers at a slight 
advance en the ones made in this country, and 
ir the American framemakers porsist in their 
course they will lose one*balf their trade, as the 
people opposed to the combine will buy English 
goods entirely. 

The anti-trust people say further thst, if the 
tariff was £0 high that they would be compelied 
to buy from American makers who work with 
the trust, they would make the frames them- 
selves.
